The  items  of  which  the  agg  re  .rates  given  above  are  Qoniposed,  are 
given  for  each  county  in  the  S*ate  Tables  following;  and  for  each 
school,  in  the  County  Tables.  The  disbursement  of  a  sum  of  money 
amounting  to  more  than  riine  hundred  thousand  dollars  should  be 
surrounded  by  proper  safe-gutrds.  In  the  absence  of  an  officer 
authorized  by  law  to  scrutiui'.c  the  accounts,  the  Sbate  Board  ha.^ 
relied  upon  the  system  of  minute  detail  and  general  |ubMcity,  as 
afifordiag  reaso  lat  Ic  seen  ity  against  a  misappli  atio.i  of  public 
funds 
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^t  is  believed  that  there  is  no  State  in  the  Union,  except  our 
own,  in  which  the  accounts  of  each  separate  school  are  published 
annually  in  detail 

The  suggestions  in  the  last  repo-.t  respecting  changes  in  the 
school  law  are  renewed  : — • 

1.  "That  provision  be  made  for  taking  a  census  of  the  school 
population  between  the  ages  of  six  and  sixteen  once  in  every  two 
years,  specifying  the  school  (public  or  private)  which  each  child 
attends,  and  the  number  of  months  he  has  been  at  school  within 
the  two  years  preceding  the  date  of  the  census. 

2.  "  That  arrangements  be  made  at  the  same  time  for  ascertaining 
the  names,  ages,  and  addresses  of  all  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  the 
blind  within  the  State. 

3.  "  That  all  principals  of  schools  other  than  public  schools,  and 
principals  or  presidents  of  colleges  and  seminaries  not  connected 
with  the  State 'system,  be  required  to  report  annually  to  the  State 
Board  the  number  of  pupils  in  such  institutions. 

4.  "  That  the  managers  of  orphan  asylums,  and  similar  benev- 
olent institutions,  be  required  to  report  annually  the  number  of  the 
inmates  between  the  ages  of  six  and  sixteen  years,  and  their  respec 
tive  ages,  with  such  other  information  of  public  interest  as  they 
may  be  willing  to  give. 

5.  "  That  the  distribution  of  the  annual  sshaol  report  be  entrusted 
to  the  State  Board  of  Education,  with  instructions  to  send  three 
copies  at  least  to  each  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  two  copies 
to  each  School  Commissioner,  aad  one  copy  to  the  chairman  of  each 
of  the  Boards  of  School  Trustees 

6.  "  That  an  Act  be  passed  permitting  and  enabling  the  Trustees 
of  any  incorporated  Academy  to  transfer  the  Academic  property  and 
donation  to  the  Board  of  County  School  Commissioners,  on  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  both  parties.'' 

The  general  cmdition  of  the  public  schools  of  the  State  may  bo 
described  as  on  the  whole  satisfactory  at  present  and  encouraging 
for  the  future.  Two  countie.-3  may  be  excepted,  Anne  Arundel  and 
Garrett.  The  trouble  in  the  first  is  c.uiscdby  the  School  Board  not 
l)eing  able  to  collect  tbe  county  school  tax  levied  for  the  suppoi't  of 
the  schools  ;  and  in  tJie  second  by  the  county  being  too  poor  and 
too  sparsely  settled  to  be  able  to  levy  a  sufficient  count}^  tax  to  sup- 
plement the  State  tax.  Anne  Arundel  has  seventy-one  schools  and 
receives  from  the  State  $21, 301. 00  a  year,  or  about  $300.00  for  each 
school.  Garrett  h:is  sevcntj-five  schools  and  receives  from  the  Statc- 
.|;5, 689.00,  or  less  than  i$t5.00  per  school.

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The  dispute  between  the  iScbool  Boards  and  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment in  reference  to  the  distribution  of  the  State  School  tax  has 
been  carried  into  the  courts,  where  no  doubt  it  will  receive  a  settle- 
ment which  will  be  satisfactory. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  the  Jjoard  records  the  death  of  one  of 
its  members,  Dr.  Michael  J.  Stone,  of  Prince  George's  county. 
His  loss  will  be  severely  felt,  not  only  in  his  native  county,  but 
throughout  the  State  of  Maryland.  The  last  ten  years  of  his  busy  life 
Avere  devoted  entirely  to  the  supervision  of  the  schools,  a  service  for 
which  he  was  admirably  fitted  by  his  education,  his  social  position 
and  his  unbending  integrity.

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The  County  ilepoits  giving  in  detail  the  expenses  of  evcMy 
public  school  in  the  State,  (exclusive  of  Baltimore  city)  separately,  un- 
dertlie  heads  of"  Salary,"  "  Furniture,"  "  Fuel,"  "  Repairs,  ''Books," 
are  printed  in  e^tenso,  and  will  repay  the  trouble  of  examination  by 
thos:3  who  "  want  to  know  where  the  money  p!:oes. "  Summaries  of 
these  tables  are  also  printed  showing  the  aggregate  of  the  sums 
-expended  for  these  and  similar  purposes  in  each  county  of  the  State. 

Tbe  sum  total  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1877,  was 
.$928,225.04.  This  is  a  large  sum,  and  at  once  suggests  the  inquiry, 
Is  it  not  too  large?  There  are  two  ways  of  meeting  tlie  question. 
We  may  ask,  what  does  it  co>t  to  have  similar  work,  done  under 
similar  circumstances,  in  oihor  States  ?  Or  we  may  ask,  what  would 
it  cost  to  have  the  s.ime  work  done  in  our  own  State  by  other 
means  ? 

The  last  report  of  the  U.  S.  Comniis^-ioner  of  Education  gives  us  the 

annual  expenditure  per  capita  of  the  population  of  legal  school  age, 

•from  which  the  following  itonis  ar.-  extracted  : 

Massachus(*ts $22.00  Vermont $7.04  .Minnesota $5. '74

The  expenditures  per  capita  ia  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  are 

iiot  given  in  the  table  referred  to,  but  they  are  known  to  be  larger 

than  in  Maryland.     Some  allowance  must  be  made  for  the  fact  that 

the  legal  sdiool  age  is  not  the  same  in   all  the  States  named ;  the 

calculation  being  made  for  Maryland  on  the  basis  ef  the  population 

between  five  and  twenty  years,  while  in  Massachusetts  it  is  made 

for  the  population  betwoan  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen.     Still  the 

fact  remains  that  public  schools  cost  less  in  Maryland  per  capita  of 

the  populatioj  entitled  to  the  use  of  them  than  in  any  of  the  other 

--eleven  states  named.     It  thus  appears,  in  answer  to  the  fi'-st  inquiry 
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that  wo  do  uot  pay  more  f  tr  our  scbcols  thau   olhcrs  do   in  simiia? 
ch'cums'.ances. 

It  now  remains  to  ask  if  ilu  ^ame  work  could  ho  done  ehcapcp 
by  other  agencies.  The  on'y  other  agent  is  the  private  or  personal 
Fchool.  What  would  it  probably  cost  to  educate  all  the  children  of 
the  Stale  by  such  Jiicans  ?  The  calculation  is  a  very  simple  one. 
There  were  104,042  pupils  in  the  public  schools  during  the  past' 
year.  ]Iad  they  been  di.-^tributed  into  private  schools;  allovv'ing 
thirty  pupils  to  a  school,  ani  ^500.00  a  year  to  each  teacher  (which 
is  certainly  a  small  salary  if  we  consider  that  the  teacher  would 
have  to  pay  for  rent  cf  scho.il-huuse,  furniture,  fuel,  and  books) 
the  cost  of  tuition  woul;!  have  amounted  to  ,i$  1,894, 000. 00,  or- 
more  th;in  twice  the  cost  of  the  pres;>nt  sy.stem.  If  it  be  objectci- 
that  this  calculation  allows  the  teacher  more  than  he  actually  receives- 
under  the  present  arrrangemcnts,  the  answer  is  that  the  certainty  of 
obtaining  his  wages  from  the  public  treasury  counts  for  a  great  deal. 
One  readily  accepts  the  certainty  of  a  hundred  dollars  in  preference 
to  a  possibility  of  a  hundred  and  twenty.  In  estimating  th3  aver- 
age salary  of  a  teacher  at  $500.00,  under  a  private  S}'stem,  we  have 
kept  under  the  mark  ,  but  if  it  should  be  placed  at  $400.00  the  co>t 
would  still  be  fifty  per  cont.  greater  than  at  present. 

This  argument  may  seem  to  be  unnecessary  wheii  we  remember 
that  the  Constitution  of  Mar^'land  guarantees  to  the  citizens  of  the- 
•State  "  a  thorough  anl  efficient  i^ystem  of  free  public  schools;"  but. 
there  are  not  wanting  those  who  believe,  or  think  they  bdieve,  that 
such  a  system  can  be  maintained  for  less  than  the  present  expendi- 
ture. The  simple  statemerit  that  104, G42  children  were  actual  y 
taught  during  the  past  year  at  a  gross  cost,  for  tuition,  books,  furn- 
iture, fuel,  repairs  and  buildings,  of  $928,2-2.5.04,  or  $S.87|-  a  head, 
is  sufficient  to  show  the  groundlessness  of  the  belief.  It  does  not 
detract  from  the  force  of  the  argument,  to  know  that  these  104,642  pu- 
pils were  not  in  school  all  the  year,  nor  all  at  once.  They  were  actually 
under  tuition,  and  accommodations  were  provided  for  them.  It  costs- 
almost  as  much  to  run  a  short  train  as  a  long  one.  The  schools 
were  open  nine  months  on  an  average ;  it  would  not  have  cost  five 
per  cent,  more  to  have  kept  them  open  for  the  ten  months  consti- 
tuting the  school  year. 

The  real  question  before  the  people  is  uot  where  to  cut  a  slice  off.' 
the  public  school  system  without  absolutely  killing  it,  but  how  to- 
make  the  best  of  the  sj'Stem  as  it  exists.  It  cannot  be  managed 
cheaper  in  the  aggregate,  though  single  items  of  expense  may,  here 
and  thrre,  be  open  to  criticism.     Some  drops  at  the  spigot  may  ba 
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saved,  but  there  is  no  leakage  at  the  bung-hole.  iVs  times  improve, 
the  cost  of  the  schools  will  necessarily  increase  ;  for  when  the  night- 
;mare  which  is  now  paralyzing  our  industries  shall  have  departed, 
and  the  country  shall  once  more  rejoice  in  the  beams  of  the  rising 
sun  of  prosperity,  the  people  will  see  that  the  best  investment  they 
can  make  of  their  raone}^  is  in  the  education  of  their  children.  At 
present  there  is  no  more  money  to  invest ;  and  our  business  is  to 
make  the  best  use  of  what  we  have. 

Do  the  people  of  Maryland  get  the  best  possible  return  for  the 
money  they  have  invested  in  the  support  of  the  public  school 
system  ?  This  is  the  educational  question  of  the  hour.  In  endeav- 
oring to  give  a  brief  answer  to  it,  I  shall  leave  out  of  view  the  city 
of  Baltimore,  as  that  part  of  the  question  is  now  under  investigation 
by  a  committee  of  distinguished  citizens,  appointed  by  the  Mavor 
and  City  Council  for  that  purpo.?e. 

A  French  Minister  of  Public  Instruction  once  remarked,  "  The 
first  thing  is  to  put  a  good  teacher  in  every  school-house, — and  after 
that — but  there  is  no  *  after  that.'  "  The  question,  do  the  people  get 
the  best  possible  return  for  the  money  they  have  invested  in  the 
public  schools,  simply  resolves  itself  into  another.  Have  we  in  every 
public  school  the  best  teacher  that  our  money  will  enable  us  to 
procure  ? 

I  am  sorr}-  to  be  compelled  to  answer  this  cjuestion  in  the  negative. 

Some  teachers  are  appointed  because  they  are  poor  and  have 
apparently  no  other  means  of  support. 

Some  teachers  are  appointed  l)ecauso  tlioy  are  the  personal  friends 
of  the  school  officials. 

Some  teachers  are  appointed  in  deference  to  the  expressed  desires 
of  the  patrons,  a  majority  of  whom  may  be  unable  to  distinguish 
between  good  teaching  and  the  opposite. 

Some  teachers  are  appointed  because  no  other  can  be  found  willing 
to  take  the  school. 

Some  teachers  are  appointed  because  they  have  passed  a  good 
examination  in  the  branches  of  study  prescribed  by  law. 

Lastly,  some  teachers  are  appointed  for  the  sufficient  reason  that 
they  have  proved  themselves  to  be  competent  to  instruct  and  govern  a 
school  according  to  the  most  approved  methods. 

The  school  law  recognizes  the  importance  of  securing  cjmpetent 
teachers,  and  provides  against  the  perpetuation  of  incompetency  by 
the  following  safe  guards. 
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.No  teacher  can  be  legally-  employed  wlio  has  not  a  certificate  of 
•good  character  and  scholastic  abilit}^  from  the  County  Examiner,  or 
from  the  Principal  of  the  State  Normal  School. 

No  teacher  can  be  legally  employed,  unless  appointed  by  the  local 
Trustees  and  confirmed  by  the  County  School  IJoard. 

No  certificate  can  be  given  (for  the  first  time)  which  shall  author- 
ize a  teacher  to  teach  longer  than  six  months. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  six  months  of  probation,  the  teacher's 
certificate  expires  unless  the  Examiner  of  the  county  endorses  it  as 

follows:    "The   within  named having   taught   for  six 

months  in  this  county,  and  having  satisfied  me  of  his  fitness  for  gov 
erning  a  school  and  his  ability  to  impart  instruction,  this  certificate 
is  valid  for  three  years  from  the  original  date." 

Graduates  of  the  State  Normal  School  do  not  receive  their  diplomas 
until  they  have  taught  for  six  months,  and  their  fitness  to  teach  has 
been  attested  b}'  the  County  Examiner  or  other  competent  authority. 

If  after  obtaining  a  three  years'  certificate  or  a  permanent  diploma, 
ra  teacher  should  be  found  incompetent  for  the  discharge  of  bis 
duties,  and  the  County  Examiner  should  notify  the  State  Board  of 
-Education  of  the  fact,  the  State  Board  has  the  authority  to  investi- 
gate the  case,  and  to  dismiss  the  teacher  if  the  allegation  is  sustained. 

It  seems  'difficult  to  devise  a  more  complete  system  of  checks. 
The  entrance  is  well  guarded,  and  due  provision  is  made  for  the 
•expulsion  of  an  unauthorized  intruder.  And  3'et  it  cannot  be  denied 
■that  our  schools  contain  many  very  indiff"erent  teachers.  How  can 
this  be  explained  f 

'The  explanatioQ  lies  in  the  connection  of  the  County  Examiner 
with  the  teachers.  He  is  the  axis  on  which  they  revolve,  and 
be  determines  their  plane  of  revolution  He  sits  in  judgment  on 
their  moral  character,  their  scholastic  attainments,  and  their  profes- 
sional abilitv.  If  he  sets  a  low  standard  in  one  or  all  of  these 
respects,  he  lowers  the  average  character  of  the  teacher ;  if  he  sets 
:a  high  standard  he  raises  it. 

We  have  thus  advanced  a  step  in  the  solution  of  the  question  pro- 
iposed.  We  have  seen  that  in  order  to  get  the  best  possible  return 
for  the  money  invested  in  the  school  system,  we  must  have  the  best 
teachers  that  this  amount  of  money  will  procure  ;  and  we  have  also 
.seen  that  the  grade  of  taaehers  employed  will  depend  (within  the 
limits  imposed  by  the  salary  offered)  on  the  views  entertained  by 
the  County  Examiners  respecting  the  necessary  qualifications  of 
teachers,  anl  their  faithfulness  in  giving  practic.1l  effect  to  those 
views. 
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It  is,  then,  of  prim>3  importance,  under  our  system  to  have  an  effi- 
cient corps  of  County  Examiners,  for   without  them  we  shall  not 
have  (except  by  accident)  good  teachers,  and  without  good  teachers, . 
Avc  cannot  have  good  schools  ? 

What  are  the  legal  qualifications  of  a  County  Examiner,  and 
Avhat  kind  of  men  have  we  in  that  position  ? 

The  law  prescribes  no  qualifications  whatever,  except  that  he  shalj 
demote  his  whole  time  to  the  duties  of  his  office.  The  County 
School  Board  may  appoint  any  person  wha!soever,  to  that  position. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  have  at  preser.t  acting  as  Examiners  gentle- 
men of  whom  a  majority  are  experienced  teachers,  with  some  lawyers, 
some  doctors,  some  clergymen  and  some  farmer.-.  Some  devote  their 
whole  time  to  the  duties  of  their  office  as  required  by  law,  and  some 
do  not ;  some  visit  their  schools  twice  a  year,  or  three  times,  as  the  law 
may  direct ;  some  pay  more  visits  than  the  law  requires,  and  some 
fewer ;  some  do'not  even  make  the  entire  round  of  their  schools  once 
a  year  Some  are  working  the  whole  machinery  of  the  law  for  the 
advancement  i  f  the  schools  with  a  zeal,  and  energy,  and  success  that 
challenge  our  admiration.  Some  seem  to  be  content  with  the  mini- 
mitm  oS  work.  Some  are  earnest  inquirers  after  truth,  seeking  after^ 
(and  finding)  the  most  approved  plans  of  buildings,  the  most  con- 
venient furniture,  the  best  modes  of  heating  and  ventilation,  and 
all  the  mo.'era  improvements  in  the  art  of  teaching;  some  like 
Gallio  "  care  f-r  none  of  these  things." 

The  prog,  ess  of  the  school  system  since  its  re- organization  in 
1861  has  not  been  rapid,  but  it  has  been  constant.  It  has  kept  all 
the  time  a  little  in  advance  of  public  opinion.  It  might  have  been 
possible  to  move  faster,  but  it  would  have  been  dangerous  The 
fathers. needed  to  be  educatel  as  well  as  the  children.  The  ground 
Avhich  has  been  occupied  is  secure  against  assault.  Nothing  more 
than  a  temporary  check  can  be  reasonably  feared.  Further  advance 
depends  on  the  enlightenment  of  public  opinion  on  our  educational 
necessities.  As  long  as  the  people  are  perfectly  satisfied  with  the 
examiners  and  teachers  they  have,  it  is  useless  to  lay  plans  for 
improvement.  But  it  will  not  be  long  before  an  enlightened  public 
will  demand  in  everv  county  just  such  an  ada)inistration  of  the  schools 
as  we  have  in  those  counties  that  are  most  progressive  ;  and  when 
the  demand  comes  the  supply  will  follow  wiihout  difficulty. 

The  schools,  then,  are  not  rendering  the  very  best  possible  return 
for  the  money  exper;d  d  on  them  because  the  teachers  are  not  in  all 
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cases  the  best  that  the  money  will  cammand  ,  because  the  Exam- 
iners who  license  them,  the  Trustees  who  appoint  them  and  the 
Boards  that  confirmthem  do  not  feel  authorized  or  compelled  by  public 
sentiment  to  make  any  higher  demands  upon  the  teachers. 

It  is  very  common  to  treat  this  question  of  the  qualification  of 
teachers  a  as  financial  one,  and  to  say  that  wc  cannot  have  better 
teachers  till  we  can  pay  them  better  salaries.  Thore  is  some  truth 
in  this  ;  but  the  converse  is  equally  true — we  will  not  give  better 
salaries  till  we  have  better  teachers.  If  the  salary  of  every  teacher 
in  Maryland  were  doubled  it  would  produce  no  immediate  effect  on 
the  quantity  or  the  quality  of  the  education  given  ;  in  the  cour.se  of 
time  it  would  operate  by  stimulating  persons  of  greater  industry  or 
ability  to  enter  the  profession.  In  like  manner  if  salaries  Avere  low- 
ered no  immediate  effect  would  be  produced  :  but  the  tendency  would 
be  to  drive  the  most  useful  and  accomplished  members  out  of  the 
profession,  and  keep  the  most  desirable  persons  from  entering  it. 
So  far  as  the  current  work  of  education  is  concerned  it  may  be  taken 
for  granted  that  without  any  increase  of  salary  teachers  Avill  respond 
to  any  reasonable  demands  for  higher  qualifications  that  may  be 
made  upon  them  But  when  this  demand  is  met,  it  will  bo  followed 
in  the  course  of  time  by  a  demand  for  better  compensation. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  has  authority  to  add  to  the  studies 
in  which  teachers  are  required  by  law  to  be  examined,  such  other 
■studies  as,  from  time  to  time,  they  may  deem  necessary.  In  accord- 
ance with  this  the  State  Board  four  years  ago  added  the  elements  of 
Geometry  and  of  Physiology  to  the  previous  list  of  required  studies. 
The  effect  has  been  good,  and  would  have  been  even  better  if  the 
by-law  had  been  universally  observed.  AVhat  is  needed,  however,  is 
not  so  much  an  increase  of  scholastic  attainments  as  an  increase  of 
teaching  power ;  and  we  are  not  likely  to  reach  the  proper  standard 
in  this,  the  most  important  of  all  the  intellectual  qualification  of  the 
teacher,  until  public  opinion  shall  sanction  such  an  enactment  as 
this:  No  j^erson  shall  be  employed  as  a  teacher  at  the  ■puUic 
expense  until  he  has  learned  how  to  teach. 

HIGH    SCUOOLS. 

Three  new  High  Schools  have  been  added  to  the  list  during  the 
year;  a  County  High  School  at  Hagerstown,  and  graded  schools  at 
Frederick  city  and  Port  Deposit  which  may  rank  as  High  Schools  under 
a  liberal  construction  of  that  section  of  the  school-law  which  author- 
izes their  establishment.  The  law  does  not  define  what  a  High 
School  is,  nor  what  studies  shall  be  pursued  in  it ;  and  it  iTOuld  seem 
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to  be  proper  for  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  mark  with  precis- 
ion the  limits  that  distinguish  it  from  the  Primary  School.  Since  the 
date  of  my  last  report  I  have  visited  and  examined  the  High  Schools 
at  Havre  de  Grace,  Port  Deposit,  Easton  and  St.  Michaels ;  and  found 
them  in  good  condition. 

COLLEGES    AND    ACADEMIES. 

The  usual  statistical  information  with  regard  to  Colleges  and 
Academies  will  be  found  in  the  proper  Tables.  I  have  no  duties  to 
discharge  with  regard  to  any  of  them,  (except  the  Agricultural  Col- 
lege) further  than  to  receive  and  present  to  the  State  Board  an 
abstract  of  their  annual  reports.  I  will  merely  say  that  in  my 
opinion  the  establishment  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  in  Balti- 
more, and  other  weighty  reasons  render  it  eminently  proper  for  the 
General  Assembly  to  reconsider  the  whole  subject  of  secondary 
•education. 

The  Maryland  Agricultural  College  demands  more  than  a 
passing  notice.     Two  years  the  College  was  burdened  and  retarded 
by  a  debt  of  about  $13,000.     Bj  pursuing  a  policy  which  I  did  not 
approve  at  the  time,  but  which  the  event  seems  to  justify,  this  debt 
has  been  extinguished  and  the  College  is  now  free  to  proceed,  unem- 
barrassed, to  the  discharge  of  its  peculiar  duties  ; — namely,  to  afford 
to  the  youth  of  the,  State  at  comparatively  small  expense,  such  edu- 
cation a?  is  necessary  for  farmers  and  mechanics.     The  x'kgricultural 
College  is  not  called  on  to  ignore  the  study  of  ancient  and  modern 
languages,  and  cannot  exclude  military  tactics  ;  but  if  it  does  not  do 
for  our  sons  something  that  is  not  done  for  them  at  St,  John's  Col- 
lege, the  Western  Maryland  College,  or  Washington  College  it  has 
no  reason  to  exist.     As  an  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  it  is 
&  necessity  ;  as  a  mere  literary  institution  of  which  we  have  half  a 
dozen  others  equally  as  good,  it  is  an  expensive  superfluity.     The 
Board  of  Trustees  seems  to  be  unanimous  in  the  determination  to 
recall  the  College  to  its  original  purpose  ;  to  make  it,  in  good  faith, 
an  efficient  aid  to  the  agricultural  and  mechanical  interests  of  the 
State  ;  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  if  continued  in  office  they  will  carry 
out  their  pui"pose.     But  there  is  no  certainty  that  they  will  be  con- 
tinued.   Almost  every  year  the  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  at  which 
seven  Trustees  are  elected  to  represent  them  for  the  year,  is  divided 
into  two  parties,  and  there  can  be  no  security  that  the  plans  of  one 
Board  may  not  be  upset  by  its  immediate  successor.     Some  alteration 
of  the  charter  by  which  a  reasonable  degree  of  permenance  can  be 
secured  to  the  Board  is  an  evident  nece.=jsitv.     There  is  another 
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reason  for  legislative  interference.  The  interest  of  the  State  is  rep- 
resented by  four  Trustees,  but  it  is  by  no  means  cleai  who  those 
Trustees  are.  A  literal  construction  of  the  various  laws  would 
make  the  six  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  together 
with  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Delegates,  Trustees  ;  but  this  is  at  variance  with  the  expressed  declar- 
ation  that  there  shall  be  four  Trustees  on  the  part  of  the  State. 
Legislation  is  neecled  to  reconcile  the  discrepancy. 

It  is  most  earnestly  to  be  desired  that  the  College  may  be  enabled 
to  uiakc  a  new  departure  in  the  direction  of  industrial  elucatiou. 
There  is  an  alphabet  of  labor  as  well  as  an  alphabet  of  letters,  and 
it  is  as  practicable  to  teach  the  one  as  the  other.  Now,  more  than  ever 
before,  it  is  necessar}-  to  inculcate  the  doctrine  that  the  State  expends 
a  large  amount  of  money  on  the  education  of  the  young,  not  to  enable 
them  to  live  Avi'hoiit  working  but  to  help  tliem  to  live  bv  working. 
Of  this  doctrine  the  Stata  Agricultural  College  should  be  the  expo 
nent  and  the  living  exemplar.  The  folly  that  drives  our  young  men 
away  from  their  country  homes  into  crowded  cities  in  the  hope  of 
making  a  fortune  by  gvnteel  tape-measuring  and  quill-drivlng  must 
be  met  by  holding  up  the  labors  of  the  fi^ld  and  the  workshop  to 
more  abundant  honor.  Such  toil  can  be  made  honorable  only  by  being 
associated  with  intelligence  In  years  gone  by  the  hands  belonged 
to  one  man  and  the  directing  b;ain  to  anothar.  What  the  present 
times  demand  is  that  the  hands  that  work  and  the  mind  that  thinks 
shall  be  united  in  the  same  individual.  It  will  be  a  high  honor  to  the 
Agricultural  College  to  be  pn'mitte.l  to  t-ike  the  lead  in  our  State  in 
the  great  enterprise  of  enmbling  labor  by  uniting  it  to  scientific 
culture. 

STATE    NORMAL    SCHOOL. 

The  twelfth  annual  session  closed  on  the  first  of  Juno  with  220 
students  on  the  loU,  197  ladies  an  1  23  gentlemen.  Of  these  158 
were  present  at  the  final  examination  at  the  close  of  the  school  ;  SG 
w^ere  graduated;  and  93  returned  to  school  in  September.  Of  the 
last  graduating  diss  22  are  now  teaching  (4  in  the  city  and  18  in  the 
couuti:s  ;)  4  have  returned  to  school  as  re  ident  graduat:'S,  one  is 
dead,  and  th3  remainder  arj  w^aiting  for  suitable  employm3nt  The 
students  enrolled  represented  the  city  of  Baltimo:e  and  every  county 
in  the  State  wit'i  the  exception  of  Charles  an  1  Gar  e  t  counties. 

The  annual  appropriatioa  to  the  school  is  $10,500.00  ;  an  amount 
which  is  sufficient  i>Y  tie  orJ'nary  cur.ent  espen.5es,  tbougli  less  in 
p;'opor:ion  to  popclifoi  ihan  is  expended  in  mo  tif  the  o'her  ."^'a^'S 
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whica  suppDi't  Xormal  Scboils,  as  the  following  tuble  compiled  from 
the  las^.  report  of  the  XJ.  S.  Commissioner  of  Education  will  show:

••■Since  the  date  of  the  report  from  which  the  above  was  taken  Pennsylvania 
has  made  large  additional  appropriations  to  her  Normal  Schools,  and  the  State 
Superintendent  in  his  last  report  asks  fo/  $500,000.00  more.  ''  It  is  universally 
admitted,"  says  Superintendent  Wickersham,  "  that  Normal  Schools  are  an 
essential  part  of  every  public  school  system.  There  cannot  be  good  schools  with- 
out good  teachers,  and  there  cannot  be  a  body  of  good  teachers  without  Normal 
Schools  in  which  to  prepare  them  for  their  work.  The  attendance  at  the  State 
Normal  Schools  the  past  year  was  2,770.  The  value  of  the  buildings  and  other 
property  is  estimated  at  $1, MOO, 000. 00." 

Though  th3  Sta'e  Normal  School  of  Maryland  is  essentially  a  free 
school,  (being  required  to  supply  tuition  and  books  to  200  pupils  free  of 
charge),  it  has  authority  to  receive  one  pay-student  for  every  two  free 
students.  In  the  first  year  of  the  school  there  was  one  pay-student;  in  the 
second,  third  and  fourth  years,  none  ;  in  the  fifth,  2  ;  in  the  sixth,  1  ;  in 
the  seventh,  5  ;  in  the  eighth,  2  ;  in  the  ninth,  3  ;  in  the  tenth,  Y  ;  in  the 
eleventh,  7  ;  iu  the  twelfth,  11.  The  model  school  connected  with  the 
Normal  School  was,  in  the  earlier  years,  a  source  of  expense,  (the  sal- 
aries of  the  teachers  leing  paid,  as  authorized  by  law,  "  in  part  from 
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the  tuition  fees "  of  the  model  school)  ;  but  of  late  the  model  school 
lias  paid  all  its  own  expenses,  and  left  a  surplus  which  has  been  car- 
ried to  the  credit  of  the  Normal  School.  The  accounts  of  the  school 
are  audited  annually  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  the  result 
-entered  on  the  Journal  of  Proceedings. 

teachers'  instiutes. 
Teachers'  Institutes  were  held  during  the  year  in  the  counties  of 
Allegany,  Anne  Arundel,  Carroll,  Cecil,  Charles,  Harford,  Kent,  Mont- 
■gomery,  Saint  Mary's,  Talbot,  and  Washington,  at  all  of  which,  (except 
Talbot),  I  was  present.  The  Institutes  were  more  largely  attended 
than  ever  before,  the  exercises  were  more  practical  and  interesting,  and 
the  good  results  more  obvious.  A  noticeable  feature  was  the  great 
interest  manifested  by  the  citizens  of  the  neighborhood.  The  Institute 
in  Washington  County  was  probably  the  most  perfect  in  its  arrange- 
ments, as  it  was  certainly  the  largest  in  numbers,  of  any  ever  held  in 
"this  State.  The  spacious  court  house  at  Hagerstown  had  every  seat 
filled  long  before  the  exercises  commenced,  every  available  spot  for 
standing  was  taken  up,  and  hundreds  had  to  turn  back,  unable  to  gain 
admission.  Every  teacher  in  the  county  was  present  with  the  excep- 
tion of  seven,  most  of  whom  were  known  to  be  sick. 

STATE    teachers'   ASSOCIATION. 

The  State  Teachers'  Association  met  at  Easton,  Talbot  County,  on 
the  nth,  12th  and  13th  of  July.  The  members  met  with  a  hospitable 
reception  from  the  citizens  of  the  county,  and  the  local  arrangements, 
under  the  care  of  Mr.  Chaplain,  the  County  Examiner,  were  all  that 
could  be  desired.  There  was  present  a  very  respectable  delegation  of 
the  teachers  of  the  State,  and  the  discussions  and  papers  were  lively, 
practical,  and  scholarly.     The  next  meeting  will  be  held  in  Baltimore. 

ASSOCIATION    OF    PUBLIC    SCHOOL    COMMISSIONERS. 

This  body  met  in  the  hall  of  the  State  Normal  School  on  the  27th 
and  28th  of  November.  The  attendance  was  larger  than  at  any  prev- 
ious meeting  siuce  the  organization  of  the  present  school  system.  No 
papers  were  read,  but  the  various  subjects  presented  by  the  business 
Committee  were  discussed  in  an  informal,  but  very  satisfactory  manner. 
One  cannot  help  thinking,  after  attending  such  a  meeting,  that  the 
reading  of  many  papers  (and  especially  long  papers)  on  such  an  occas- 
ion is  a  mistake. 

The  gist  of  their  deliberations  is  contained  in  the  following  proposi- 
tions, which,  after  full  discussion,  were  adopted  almost  unanimously  : 

1.  The  public  school  system  of  the  State  as  at  present  organized  is 
well  adapted  to  the  purpose  in  view,  ramely,  the  education  of  the  young 
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of  all  classes  and  conditions ;  it  is  entitled  to  the  univer&al  respect  and 
sympathy  of  the  people,  and  contains  within  itself  the  elements  of 
progress  and  the  power  to  reform  abuses. 

2.  "While  it  is  not  claimed  that  the  system  is  perfect  or  insusceptible 
of  improvement,  any  change  that  is  proposed  should  be  maturely  con- 
sidered, and  no  alteration  should  be  made  simply  as  an  experiment. 
The  observation  of  intelligent  witnesses,  and  the  experience  of  others 
n  similar  circumstances,  should  be  the  basis  of  all  attempts  at  amend- 

ir.ent. 

3.  The  school  law  and  the  custom  necessarily  arising  under  it  have 
vested  in  one  individual  two  offices  which  have  no  necessary  connection 
with  each  other,  and  either  of  which  is  sufficient  for  one  man,  to-wit : 
the  principalship  of  the  State  Xormal  School  and  the  superintendence 
of  the  public  schools  of  the  State.  The  Association  believes  that  the 
interests  of  public  education  would  be  promoted  by  the  appointment  of 
a  separate  officer  to  discharge  the  duties  at  present  exercised  by  the 
Principal  of  thei  State  Normal  School  in  his  capacity  as  the  executive 
officer  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

4.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  failure  of  the  Co-uptroller  to  distrib- 
ute to  the  several  counties,  on  the  days  appointed  by  law,  all  the  State 
school  tax  CO  lee  ted  up  to  those  several  dates,  is  now  undergoing  invest- 
igation by  the  Circuit  Court  of  Anne  Arundel  county,  the  Association 
deems  it  inexpedient  to  express  any  opinion  in  the  case. 

5.  The  Association  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Legislature 
the  propriety  c  f  instructing  the  Comptroller  to  keep  the  State  school 
tax  and  the  income  from  the  free  school  fund  separate  from  all  other 
moneys  in  the  treasury,  and  to  deposit  the  same  in  bank  to  the  credit 
of  the  public  schools  of  Maryland.  If  the  judicial  construction  of  that 
section  of  the  school  law  which  isolates  to  the  distribution  of  the  school 
tax  justifies  the  present  practice  of  the  Comptroller,  the  Association 
would  unite  in  a  prayer  to  the  Legislature  to  amend  the  law  so  that  the 
school  tax  may  be  paid  over  to  the  School  Boards  in  full  as  collected 
up  to  the  days  appointed  for  the  distribution. 

6.  The  Association  views  with  gratification  the  progress  of  public 
sentiment  in  favor  of  the  application  of  the  academic  fund  of  every 
county  to  the  support  and  maintenance  of  county  high  schoob,  under 
the  direct  and  exclusive  control  of  the  Boards  of  County  School  Com- 
missioners. 

7.  The  Association  recognizes  in  the  condition  of  secondary  education 
in  the  State,  or  in  other  words,  the  schools,  academies  and  institutions 
cf  learning    that  are  abore  the   district   school   and  below   the  college 
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properly  to-callei),  a  s^ubject  that  rcijuhes  the  intervention  of  the  Leg- 
islature. The  questicn  is  so  extensive  and  complicated,  and  invclve? 
so  many  local  and  personal  interests,  that  there  is  grave  doubt  whether 
it  could  be  satisfac'orily  investigated  and  adjusted  at  a  single  session 
of  the  Legislature.  It  is  thei'efore  recommended  that  the  Legislature 
be  rec|ucsted  to  appoint  a  commission  to  examine  the  subject  .'n  all  its- 
bearings,  and  to  report,  by  bill  or  otherwise,  to  the  next  General 
Assembly. 

8.  The  Association  is  not  prepared  to  advise  the  Legislature  to  make 
changes  in  the  school  law  other  than  those  recommen'.le1,  and  would 
especially  deprecate  any  departure  from  the  present  mode  of  appointing 
the  School  Commissioners,  namely,  by  the  judges  of  the  circuit  courts 

9.  The  Association,  believing  that  the  permanent  success  of  the 
public  school  system  depends  on  having  good  teachers  and  good  school 
houses,  with  suitable  appliances,  would  recommend  the  continued  and 
persevering  use  of  the  means  recommended  in  the  school  law  for  the 
attainment  of  these  ends  :  for  the  first,  the  State  Normal  School,  teach- 
ers' institutes  and  associations ;  fur  the  second,  the  building  of  school 
houses  only  when  absolutely  needed,  in  a  good  location,  but  of  ample 
dimensions,  with  a  supply  of  good  desks  and  blackbonrds  and  outhouses 
as  recjuired  by  law. 

10.  The  Association  cannot  regard  as  sufficient  any  school  bouse 
which  docs  not  give  at  least  twelve  feet  of  floor  space  and  one  hundred 
and  fifty  cubic  feet  of  air  to  each  pupil.  These  dimensions  are  suggested, 
not  as  what  is  desirable,  but  as  the  minimum  that  a  moderate  regard 
for  health  will  permit. 

IL  The  Association  does  not  believe  that  any  effective  method  Or 
artificial  ventilation  applicable  to  small  and  cheap  houses  has  yet  been 
invented.  They  would  therefore  recommend  teachers  and  school  officers 
to  see  that  the  air  of  the  school  room  is  changed  every  half-hour  by 
opening  all  the  windows  and  doors  for  one  or  two  minutes. 

On  several  points  connected   with  the  administration  of  the  schools 
the  opinion  of  the  Countv  School  Boards  as  contained  in   their  annual 
reports  may  be  read  with  advantage.     I  make  a  few  selections. 
THE  SCHOOL  law. 

"  The  School  law,  as  it  now  is,  continues  to  give  satisfaction  to  all 
classes  of  people  with  the  exception  perhaps  of  ^  few  persons  who  hav- 
ing no  direct  personal  interest  in  the  matter  are,  and  have  always  been, 
opposed  to  the  public  school  system  on  account  of  its  expense.  The 
present  method  of  appointing  School  Commissioners  has  worked  very 
satisfactorily  and  ouglit  to  be  continued  if  it  is  desirable  to  have  sfabil" 
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itj,  efficiency  and  uniformity  in  tlie  maintenance  and  progres.s  of  the 
public  scliools.  It  ensures  stability  because  it  prevents  unnecessary 
and  capricious  changes  in  tbe  composition  of  the  School  Boards  ,■  it 
produces  efficiency  because  it  enables  those  in  authority  to  acquire 
experience  ,  it  establishes  uniformity  because  of  the  interchange  of 
views  and  opinions  from  year  to  year  between  school  officers  through- 
out the  State,  who  by  reason  of  their  continuance  in  office  are  enabled 
to  base  their  views  upon  experience,  by  which  all  are  able  to  profit.  To 
any  other  method  of  appointment,  there  can  be  urged  some  serious  objec- 
tion. If  the  appointment  be  made  by  the  Governor,  it  would  be  likely 
to  become  a  political  matter,  and  the  Boards  would  be  subject  to  the 
sudden  changes  of  politics  ;  if  made  by  the  State  Board  of  l^Jducation, 
the  appointees  would,  probably  not  be  personally  known  to  the  members 
of  the  State  Board,  who  would  have  to  depend  for  their  knowledge  as 
to  the  fitness  of  the  persons  appointed  upon  the  representations  of  others  ; 
if  made  by  the  County  Commissioners,  the  School  Boards  would  prob- 
ably be  changed  every  two  years  ;  if  the  Boards  were  elected  by  the 
people,  the  whole  conduct  of  school  affairs  would  be  made  to  assume  a 
political  bearing.  No  school  system  can  thrive  if  made  subject  to  the 
influences  of  politics  and  subordinated  to  the  selfish  purposes  of  poli- 
ticians.''— School  Report,  Worceslcr  County. 

"  In  reference  to  any  alteration  of  the  school  Jaw  we  are  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  law  is  a  good  one  and  only  needs  to  be  faithfully  and  effi- 
ciently administered." — Cecil  County. 

"  We  are  bound  to  say  that  we  cannot  conceive  of  any  batter  mode 
of  appointing  the  School  Board  than  the  present  mode  of  appointment 
by  the  court;  and  we  think  that  any  change  which  would  in  any  way 
connect  the  School  Board  with  party  politics  would  greatly  injure,  if 
it  did  not  eventually  ruin,  the  public  school  system." — Cari^oll  County. 

"  Should  the  coming  and  succeeding  legislatures  be  content  to  let 
well  enough  alone  until  the  merits  of  the  present  school  law  can  be 
sufficiently  understood,  I  feel  sure  that  those  who  now  clamor  for 
change  will  become  its  earner.t  advocates." — Hoicard  County. 

"  It  is  not  the  opinion  of  this  Board  that  any  radical  changes  should  be 
made  in  the  school  law,  as  such  a  course  would  greatly  retard  the  prog- 
ress of  the  schools  if  it  did  not  destroy  their  effi.ciency  entirely  for  a 
time." — Harford  County. 

LOCAL    MATTERS. 

"  The  Board  hopes  by  the  close  of  the  present  year  ending  September 
30th,  1878.  to  have  the  county  well  supplied  with  suitable  school  build- 
rag.-,  snd  (o  be  able  after  that  time,  on  the  basis  of  appropriations  now 
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receiveJ,  to  keep  oui-  schools  open  for  ten   months,  the  full    time  pre- 
scribed by  law." — Frederick  County. 

''  While  the  funds  supplied  to  us  are  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  meagre 
salaries  we  promise  our  teachers,  the  way  is  barred  ugainst  us  to  all 
other  improvements.  But  these  difficulties  will  be  gradually  overcome 
as  our  people  more  and  more  appreciate  the  blessings  of  a  most  efficient 
system  of  public  schools,  and  realize  the  fact  that  nothing  is  more  costly 
and  more  wasteful  than  ignorance,  and  vice,  and  crime  ;  and  that  while 
all  educated  men  are  not  virtuous  and  industrious,  education  in  a  com- 
munity as  in  the  individual,  certainly  developes  and  cultivates  all  the 
qualities  most  tending  to  human  elevation  and  human  happiness," — 
Anne  Arundel  County. 

FREE    r.OOivS    iOR  FREE  SCIIOOI..S. 

"  Experience  has  shown  us  that  the  present  provision  for  supplying 
books  and  stationery  to  the  schools  is  defective.  The  law  leaves  it 
optional  with  the  pupil  to  purchase  his  own  supplies  or  to  pay  fees  for 
the  use  of  books;  and  while  this  continues  to  be  the  case  we  can  have 
no  uniformity  or  satisfaction  anywhere.  Children  are  sent  to  school 
with  all  sorts  of  books. — books  forgotten  long  ago ;  the  very  poor  are 
often  required  to  pay  book  fees,  while  the  children  of  irresponsible 
Trustees  are  admitted  free.  We  therefore  think  the  law  should  be 
changed  so  as  to  require  all  pupils  except  the  very  poor  to  buy  their 
own  supplies;  or  the  books,  stationery,  etc.,  should  be  given  free  to 
all,  which  in  our  opinion  is  far  the  preferable  way  ;  and  onli/  ichen  the 
hooks  are  thus  jupplied  free  to  aU  can  we  claim  to  have  free  public 
schools." — Carroll  County. 

A    COtNTV    TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

'■  The  Board  highly  approves  and  will  adopt  as  soon  as  practicable 
the  suggestion  of  the  State  Superintendent  to  select  the  best  school  in 
the  county  as  a  training  school  and  to  require  every  new  applicant  for  a 
teacher's  certificate  to  spend  at  least  six  months  as  an  assistant  in  this 
school.  In  this  connection  yre  would  add  that  those  of  our  teachers 
who  have  received  Normal  School  instruction  are  succeeding  admirably 
with  their  schools,  and  prove  valuable  assistants  to  the  Examiner  in 
holding  Teachers'  Associations  and  in  other  school  work." — Prince 
■George's  Count)/. 

TRAINED    TEACHERS. 

"One  serious  evil  existing  in  our  schools  and  especially  in  cur  colored 
schools  is  the  employment  of  untrained  and  inexperienced  teachers — 
persons  who  have  no  really  distinct  ideas  with  reference  to  the  nature 
and  management  of  the  business  upon  which  they  enter.     The  loss  o 
teaching  force  from  this  evil  is  aggravated  when  these  young  beginner 
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retire  from  the  work  before  experience  has  made  them  valuable,  anct 
their  places,  in  turn  are  supplied  by  other  beginners.  While  we  do- 
not  contend  that  training  schools  "will  give  us  teachers  ready  made  to= 
our  hand  and  quite  as  good  as  our  best  instructors  ,  yet  we  do  think 
that  such  schools  will  give  us  teachers  worth  twice  as  much  more,  for 
the  first  one  or  two  years,  at  least,  than  they  would  otherwise  have 
been." — TaJhot  Count i/. 

THE    SCHEDVLE    SYSTEM. 

"Since  18t3  the  schools  have  been  working  under  a  schedule  of  grades 
adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  The  advantages  of  a  uni- 
form classification  of  0  is  character  is,  th-it  it  economizss  the  teacher' y 
time,  making  the  number  of  classes  smaller,  and  bringing  a  larger 
number  of  pupils  together  into  one  class,  where  all  have  nearly  equal 
attainments  and  are  prepared  to  pursue  the  studies  of  that  grade.  This 
plan  relieves  the  teacher  of  much  of  the  individual  instruction  that  con- 
sumes the  time  required  in  unclassified  schools.  Grradation  has  been 
a  success,  stimulating  the  ambitious  teacher  and  enabling  the  Examiner 
to  more  readily  compare  results." — Baltimore  County. 

In  conclusion  I  would  ask  a  careful  consideration  of  the  propositions 
adopted  by  the  Association  of  Public  School  Commissioners  as  the 
deliberate  and  formal  expression  of  their  opinion  on  some  subjects  of 
vital  importance  to  our  school  system.  I  would  especially  direct  atten- 
tion to  the  second  proposition  which  calls  for  the  appointment  of  a 
State  Superintendent  who  shall  have  no  other  duties  to  perform  thaci 
those  belonging  legitimately  to  his  office ;  and  to  the  seventh? 
which  asks  for  a  Commission  to  be  appointed  by  the  Legislature 
to  investigate  the  subject  of  secondary  education  throughout  the 
State.  No  arguments  of  mine  are  necessary  to  add  force  to  the  unan- 
imous opinion  of  the  school  officers  of  the  State,  many  of  whom  have- 
been  in  the  service  since  there-organization  of  the  system  in  186T,  and 
some  for  even  a  longer  period.

Sir: — We  herewith  tl•au^mit  our  Auiiuul  Kei)ort.  Our  .scbool.<, 
wc  thiuk.  are  improving,  though  we  labor  under  considerable  disad- 
vantages. Many  of  our  school  buildings  are  very  unsuitable,  being 
not  ventilated,  or  lighted,  or  warmed  as  they  should  be,  and  some 
are  most  uncomfortable  whenever  the  weather  is  at  all  severe.  Wc 
want  at  least  a  small  library  to  furnish  agreeable  and  improviDg 
reading  for  each  school,  and  wc  would  like  to  have  globes  and  maps, 
and  other  school  apparatus  for  the  illustration  of  the  studies  we 
pursue.  Our  friends  all  around  us  join  with  us  in  declaring  the 
necessity  of  these  things,  and  some  find  grievous  fault  with  the 
School  Board  for  not  providing  them.  If  they  would  imitate  the 
Frenchman,  who  said  he  was  sorry  five  dollars  for  the  poor  man, 
and  put  the  hand  in  the  pocket  and  draw  it  out  with  something  in 
it,  they  would  manifest  their  zeal  in  the  cause  of  education  to  some 
beneficial  eff"ect. 

While  the  funds  supplied  to  us  arc  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  meagre 
salaries  we  promise  our  teachers,  the  way  is  barred  against  us  to  all 
other  improvements.  But  these  difliculties  we  expect  gradually  to 
overcome,  as  our  people  more  and  more  appreciate  the  blessings  of 
a  most  efficient  syste'm  of  Public  Schools,  and  realize  the  fact  that 
nothing  is  more  costly  and  more  wasteful  than  ignorance  and  vice 
and  crime,  and  that  while  all  educated  men  are  not  virtuous  and 
industrious,  education  in  a  community,  as  in  the  individual,  cer- 
tainly develops  and  cultivates  all  the  qualities  most  tending  to 
human  elevation  and  human  happiness. 

We  have  had  within  the  year  several  meetings  of  our  "Teachers' 
Association,"  which  promises,  we  think,  to  be  productive  of  much 
benefit,  especially  to  our  younger  teachers,  in  imparting  to  them  the 
knowledge  gained  by  others  in  a  longer  experience.  We  hope  by 
this  intercourse  and  by  other  means  to  see  our  methods  of  instruc- 
tion improved,  which  still  savour  in  some  parts  of  very  antiquated 
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modes  of  conducting  it.  "We  refer  particularly  to  what  is  called' 
teaching  "Grammar"  or  the  English  language,  and  it  seems  to  us  as 
not  unworthy  of  the  State  Board  to  set  forth  a  detailed  plan  of  in- 
struction in  the  English  language,  as  a  guide  for  our  teachers  in 
this  most  important  part  of  education,  which  might  supersede  the 
old  ways  of  committing  to  memory  the  barren  rules  of  the  books  of 
Grammar  as  an  apology  for  teaching  the  English  language.  We 
think  some  alteration  in  the  system  of  the  accounts  of  the  Annual 
Keport  would  be  judicious.  Our  statement  of  payments  of  salary  to 
our  teachers  of  the  past  year,  includes  payments  made  to  most  of 
them  on  account  of  the  previous  year,  and  the  aggregate  of  pay- 
ments of  "Teachers'  Salaries"  in  the  tables  of  "Eeceipts  and  Dis- 
bursements," includes  also  payments  of  arrears  due  to  teachers  of 
prior  years,  who  are  not  now  in  the  schools.  We  suggest  for  your 
consideration  that  it  might  be  well  to  have  the  accounts  so  framed 
as  to  show  what  is  paid  for  each  year  and  to  each  teacher,  whether 
of  the  last  or  prior  years,  and  also  to  make  a  similar  distinction  in 
the  items  of  other  accounts.  Our  schools  are  compelled  to  rely  to 
great  extent  on  young  teachers,  as  the  small  salaries  which  only  we 
are  enabled  to  pay,  will  seldom  command  the  services  of  those  who 
have  had  long  experience,  and  possess  superior  qualifications.  But 
with  the  means  provided  in  modern  times  for  their  assistance,  as 
these  may  rapidly  improve  where  they  are  desirous  to  improve  and 
willing  to  be  instructed,  we  are  gratified  in  the  confidence  that  our 
schools  must  year  by  year  be  continually  advancing. 

Our  schools  for  the  colored  population  present  some  difficulties, 
which  we  find  not  so  easy  to  deal  with.  The  law  for  their  establish- 
ment laid  the  foundation  of  a  new  system.  The  great  difficulty  of 
procuring  suitable  teachers,  and  some  other  difficulties  have  hindered 
its  development.  The  amount  appropriated  to  their  use  could  not 
be  beneficially  expended  in  this  state  of  things,  and  a  balance  due 
them  has  accumulated  in  past  years,  as  to  the  application  of  which 
we  have  some  hesitation.  With  the  extension  of  the  system  neces- 
sary now,  and  the  increase  of  the  number  of  the  schools,  as  some  of 
them  are  filled  to  overflowing,  the  increased  salaries  of  the  teachers 
and  other  expenses,  will  absorb  all  the  funds  we  have,  and  demand 
more  than  we  shall  be  able,  perhaps,  to  obtain.  They  desire  that 
we  should  build  the  school  houses  for  them.  This  our  means  are  not 
equal  to,  and  as  they,  though  they  own  no  property  and  so  pay  no 
tax  towards  the  expenses  of  the  schools,  are  rich  in  the  capacity  to 
labor,  and  enjoy  abundance  of  leisure,  we  think  [they  might  well  be- 
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required  to  build  the  school  houses  themselves,  as  they  build  at 
very  little  cost  such  hous2s  as  they  are  accustomed  to  occupy.  There 
must  be  a  necessity  within  a  very  short  period  that  tbis  class  of 
our  population  shall  help  themselves,  and  pay  their  own  way  as 
other  citizens  do,  and  they  could  not  make  a  better  beginning  than 
by  providing  for  themselves  these  school  houses,  in  doing  which  so 
much  will  be  saved  that  may  then  go  to  the  other  expenses  of  the 
instruction  of  their  children.  In  reference  to  this  matter  the  State 
Board  may,  perhaps,  give  us  useful  counsel.  There  are  no  re- 
ceipts for  book  from  the  Colored  Schools.  These  schools  heretofore 
were  almost  wholly  without  books,  having  cever  been  furnished  by 
the  parents  of  the  pupils,  but  to  a  very  limited  extent.  During  the 
last  year  they  were  furnished  by  the  Board  and  charged  to  the 
"Colored  School  Fund." 

In  the  unfinished  draft  of  our  Report,  which  was  hurried  up  at 
your  request  for  the  immediate  use  of  the  State  Board,  several  par- 
ticulars were  collected  together  under  the  head  of  "Incidentals,"  in 
compliance  with  a  monition  from  your  oiBce  not  to  make  new 
"Headings,"  but  to  include  under  the  head  of  Incidentals  such  items 
as  were  not  provided  for  otherwise  in  the  printed  form.  Oq  further 
consideration,  it  has  seemed  to  me  that  these  other  items  of  expense 
in  our  case,  are  so  different  from  the  conception  of  Incidentals 
derived  to  us  from  the  customary  use  of  the  term  in  our  schools, 
that  it  is  not  advisable  thus  to  combine  them ,  accordingly  I  have,  in 
this  Report,  stated  them  separately.  If  it  seems  proper,  you  can, 
of  course,  have  them  united  as  the  account  is  before  you,  stated  in 
both  ways,  but  I  think  it  most  advisable  that  every  thing  should  be 
stated  as  distinctly  as  it  can  be  done  without  descending  to  a  tedi- 
ous and  too  laborious  minuteness. 

On  the  1st  of  October,  the  School  Board  owed  the  teachers  the 
sum  of  $10,331.28  ;  there  was  a  balance  due  for  building  the  school 
house  in  the  Fifth  District  of  $534.85,  and  our  other  indebtedness  is 
the  balance  due  the  ''Colored  Schools'  Fund,"  which  has  been  regu- 
larly  reported  in  our  Annual  Report,  and  to  which  the  attention 
of  the  State  Board  is  specially  invited  in  a  previous  part  of  this  Re- 
port.    There  was  also  due  for  books  the  sum  of  $618.12. 

The  amount  of  receipts  from  the  sale  of  books  is  stated  at  $85.55. 
This  sum  is  derived  from  the  stock  of  bonds  on  hand  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year,  and  so  is  an  addition  to  our  receipts  of  the  year 
just  ended  ;  of  the  sum  of  $1,175.85  paid  out  for  books  during  the 
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year,  the  amount  of  $690.01,  was  for  books  furniLshed  the  childrca 
of  the  Colored  Schools.  Onl}-  a  part  of  the  books  used  in  the  schools 
are  obtained  from  the  office  in  Annapolis;  for  the  schools  not  conve- 
nient to  it,  they  are  purchased  whereever  it  is  most  convenient. 
Books  furnished  to  the  teachers  are  distributed  gratis  to  children 
unable  to  pay  for  them,  in  which  case  they  are  treated  as  Inciden* 
tal  Expenses  of  the  school.  When  sold  by  the  teacher,  they  are 
charged  to  him  as  part  payment  of  his  silary;  more  than  the  amount 
expended  during  this  year  was  received  by  us  being  as  stated  above, 
derived  from  a  balance  on  hand  at  the  b:ginning  of  the  year 

The  whole  amount  received  for  books  and  the  whole  amount  ex. 
pended  for  books,  are  not  stated  in  the  latter  under  the  "Printed 
Headings,"  as  this  would  make  a  repetion  of  the  amounts.

Dear  Sir : — The  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Balti- 
more county,  for  the  scholastic  year  ending  September  30th,  1877,  is 
herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

Of  the  full  and  complete  tabulated  statistics  accompanying  this  re- 
port, which  fully  explain  themselves,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  to  make 
an  extended  written  statement. 

Three  new  school  houses  and  one  addition  have  been  finished  during 
the  year,  and  are  now  occupied.  Two  others  are  under  contract,  and 
a  number  of  applications  are  on  file  in  the  ofiice  asking  the  Board  to 
build,  or  enlarge  houses  that  are  either  too  small  to  accommodate  the 
increasing  wants  of  the  neighborhood,  or  to  replace  dilapidated  build- 
ings that  were  pressed  into  service  in  the  early  history  of  the  school 
system  of  this  county,  and  have  ever  since  served  this  purpose. 

The  house  at  New  Market,  School  1,  District  T,  contract  price 
^1,980,  is  a  substantial  one-story  brick  building,  with  two  rooms, 
capab  e  of  accommodating  one  hundred  pupils.  School  10,  District  1, 
near  Loudon  Park  Cemetary,  contract  price  ^2,755,  is  a  one  story 
brick  house,  with  two  class  rooms.  It  is  complete  in  all  its  arrange- 
ments, and  will  accommodate  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  pupils  The 
addition  to  Waverly  High  School,  School  12,  District  9,  contract 
price  ^3,372,  is  of  brick,  two  stories  high,  and  contains  three  class 
rooms,  The  house  will  now  comfortably  accommodate  three  hundred 
and  fifty  pupils.  The  house  erected  for  School  7,  District  12,  at  a 
cost  of  $945,  to  replace  the  one  destroyed  by  fire  in  1875,  on  the 
Carroll's  Island  road,  is  a  one  story  frame  building. 

In  addition  to  the  houses  built,  two  others  have  been  acquired  by 
purchase,  one  a  stone  house  at  Wiseburg,  used  for  school  purposes  for 
a  number  of  years,  known  as  School  5,  District  7,  with  a  lot  of  ground 
containing  about  one  acre,  at  a  cost  of  $400 ;  the  other,  at  Highland- - 
town,  a  composite  house,  capable  of  accommodatiog  seventy-five  pupils, 
with  with  play  ground  attachei^,  cost  $2,200.  The  lot  on  which  the 
bouse  at  New  Market  is  built,  contains  one  and  three-fourth  acres^ 
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and  was  purchased  for  $218.33.  It  has  been  neatly  fenced,  and  witli 
the  handsome  new  school  house,  is  quite  an  ornament  to  the  village. 
At  Loudon  Park,  on  the  Frederick  road,  in  the  First  District,  the  lot 
formerly  the  site  of  the  old  school  house  was  sold  to  W.  F.  Primrose, 
for  the  use  of  the  cemetry,  for  $1,500,  and  one  in  a  more  desirable 
locality  purchased  for  $920.  This  has  been  fenced,  and  on  it  erected 
a  neat,  substantial  building,  with  all  the  modern  improvements  for 
the  health  and  comfort  of  the  children,  and  the  school  supplied  with 
all  the  conveniences  and  appliances  so  necessary  to  make  teaching 
successful. 

Tha  result  achieved  during  the  past  year  should  encourage  the 
friends  of  education  throughout  the  county  to  "keep  their  shoulder 
to  the  wheel."  The  total  enrollment  is  larger  than  in  previous 
years,  and  notwithstanding  Ihe  prevalence  of  epidemics  during  the 
winter  and  spring  terms,  which  extended  to  almost  every  school  in 
the  county,  the  average  attendance  is  better. 

The  teachers  are  improving  in  efficiency  and  thoroughness,  and 
are  becoming  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  self-preparation.  From 
experience  they  have  learned  that  school  teaching  is  something  more 
than  the  mere  routine  work  of  hearing  lessons,  and  that  it  is  not  so 
much  the  book  as  the  teacher,  on  whom  the  child  must  depend  for 
the  instruction  which  trains  the  mind,  heart  and  chai'acter,  and 
makes  education  in  its  highest  sense.  Thoroughness  can  only  be 
attained  by  close  application ;  and  in  this  progressive  age,  no  teacher 
should  be  without  works  on  education  and  other  subjects  that  expand 
the  mind  and  enlarge  the  general  information.  Teaching  is  a  pro- 
fession, and  he  who  is  not  willing  to  devote  his  whole  time  and  at- 
tention to  promoting  its  success,  must  step  aside  and  give  place  to 
energy  and  experience.  The  public  recognize  the  fact,  that  to  pay 
a  poor  teacher  is  throwing  money  away.  The  time  of  the  children 
in  school  cannot  be  valued  in  dollars  and  cents.  A  fair  salary  is 
paid  and  full  compensation  in  service  is  required  in  return  for  the 
money  thus  expended. 

The  school  system  is  not  perfect  in  all  its  details ;  but  should  the 
Legislature  make  any  organic  change  in  the  School  Law,  this  win- 
ter, it  will  work  injury,  necessitating  alterations  that  may  completely 
disarrange  the  working  of  the  schools  under  the  present  system,  and 
which  it  will  take  years  to  perfect  and  put  in  full  operation.  It  is 
the  people  that  need  waking  up.  The  apathy  existing  among  the 
friends  of  the  public  schools  is  to  be  lamented;  though  negatively 
in  their  favor,  they  neither  encourage  nor  co-operate  with  those  to 
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whom  they  entrust  the  important  duty  of  moulding  the  lives  and 
ehaiacters  of  their  sons  and  daughters.  Franklin  has  said,  "A 
Bible  and  a  newspaper  in  every  house,  a  good  school  in  every  dis- 
trict well  studied  and  appreciated,  as  they  merit,  are  the  princijial 
supprt  of  virtue,  morality  and  civil  liberty."  If  this  be  true,  every 
good  citizen  is  interested  in  this  question,  whether  a  patron  or  not- 
and  should  see  that  he  has  a  good  school  in  his  district.  His  prcs, 
ence  and  a  kind  word  now  and  then  Avill  stimulate  and  encourage 
both  teacher  and  pupils. 

Since  18*73  the  schools  have  been  working  under  a  schedule  of 
grades  adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  The  advantages 
of  a  uniform  classification  of  this  character  is,  that  it  economizes  the 
teacher's  time,  making  the  number  of  classes  smaller  and  bringing' 
a  larger  number  of  pupils  together  into  one  class,  where  all  have 
nearly  equal  attainments  and  are  prepared  to  pursue  the  studies  of 
that  grade.  This  plan  relieves  the  teacher  of  much  of  the  individual 
instruction  that  consumes  the  time  required  in  unclassified  schools. 
Gradation  has  been  a  success,  stimulating  the  ambitious  teacher, 
and  enabling  the  Examiner  to  more  readily  compare  results,  and  to 
give  such  information  at  the  Teachers'  Association  as  will  meet  the 
wants  of  the  school.

Dear  Sir : — I  hasten  to  band  in  my  Annual  Statistical  Report  of 
the  Public  Schools  of  this  county,  and  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  thus 
to  comply  witl^the  request  in  your  circular  of  the  22d  inst. 

I  kaoM'  of  little  in  which  to  malce  remarks,  and  but  few  explona- 
tions  setm  to  be  needed. 

The  prosperity  of  our  school  is  admittedly  noticeable.  Our  teachers 
have  greatly  improved  in  scholarship  and  the  practical  conduct  of 
work  in  the  school  room.  The  Colored  Schools  arc  greatly  ahead  of 
what  they  were  a  year  or  two  ago,  and  their  improvement  has  been 
mainly  only  to  the  securement  of  better  qualified  teachers. 

1  will  say  that  the  item  cf  building  in  (he  financial  report,  is  made 
up  of  the  purchase  of  a  house  at  Bethlehem  in  the  Fourth  Election 
District,  formerly  u^ed  as  a  place  of  religious  worship,  and  which 
has  been  fitted  up  to  bo  one  of  the  best  school  rooms  in  the  county, 
the  purchase  of  a  house  and  the  building  of  another  at  the  cost  of  $175, 
for  the  use  of  Colored  Pcho^ls,  and  the  payment  in  another  in  the 
Third  Election  District. 

The  indebtedness  of  our  Boarl  sx^m  to  be  two  small  to  need 
mention.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell: 

In  compliance  with  your  request,  we  submit  our  Annual  Eeport  a 
few  weeks  in  advance  of  the  time  at  which  it  is  due,  to  enable  you 
to  have  the  matter  tabulated  for  the  meeting  of  the  State  Associa- 
tion of  School  Commissioners  on  the  29th  of  November. 

By  referring  to  the  column  showing  the  payments  to  teaehers  in 
the  accompanying  tables,  you  will  see  that  the  salaries  are  very  far 
from  sulBcicnt  to  compensate  competent  teachers  for  the  service 
required  of  them.  In  a  few  instances,  the  salaries  of  assistants  are 
added  to  those  of  the  principal  teacher ;  and  in  such  cases  the  sum 
in  the  table  is  the  amount  paid  to  both  principal  and  assistants  ;  but 
the  whole  salary  in  a  year  paid  to  any  one  of  the  abUst  of  our 
teachers  is  only  $285.  Many  teachers  of  the  second  grade — some 
of  whom,  aided  by  the  Examiner's  frequent  suggestions  and  assist- 
ance, perform  hard  labor  with  good  results — are  paid  only  $225, 
while  others  of  a  lower  class  receive  no  mere  than  $150  for  three 
terms  of  laborious  service.  "This  "you  exclaim,  "  is  rank  injus- 
tice." So  it  is,  we  freely  admit  it.  But  under  the  present  provis- 
ion for  creating  a  County  Fund  and  the  views  held  on  the  subject  by 
some  of  our  county  officials,  the  School  Board  can  do  no  better  for 
their  teachers  unless  by  contracting  debt,  which  the  present  Board, 
very  properly  we  think,  declines  to  do.  As  our  County  Commis- 
sioners have  thus  far  withheld  the  necessary  means,  how  can  the 
School  Board  execute  the  school  law  efficiently?  We  therefore 
think  that  if  our  very  excellent  school  law,  which  we  believe  a  very 
few  judicious  amendments  will  render  as  nearly  perfect  as  any  in  the- 
world,  is  to  be  altered  in  any  particulars,  the  first  amendment  should 
be  a  provision  requiring  the  County  Commissioners  within  proper 
limits  to  meet  the  requisitions  of  the  School  Boards  for  sufficient 
funds,  holding  them  to  a  strict  accountability  for  all  disbursements. 

Of  the  school  houses  in  use,  less  than  half  of  them,  built  chiefly 
under  the  present  school  law,  are  excellent  buildings,  affording  every 
possible  comfort  to  the  pupils;  but  many  of  the  old  buildings  are 
little  better  than  dilapidated  hovels.  Having  nothing  better  than 
such  an  old  hovel  to  accommodate  about  200  pupils  in  the  largest 
Tillage  in  the  county  outside  of  Westminster,  and  a  suitable  lot 
to  enlarge  the  grounds  suffic'ently  to   admit  of  a  prober  building 
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having  come  into  market,  the  members  of  the  Board  thought  it  their 
duty  to  purchase  the  lot  with  the  intention  of  building  immediately  ; 
but  tkeir  application  to  the  County  Commissioners  for  the  necessary 
funds  was  rejected,  very  properly,  as  they  doubtless  supposed  ;  and, 
consequently,  the  building  could  not  proceed  without  contracting 
debt.  There  are  many  similar  cases  in  the  county,  but  we  refer  to 
this  instance  only  to  show  that  unless  the  School  Board  shall  be 
supplied,  or  shall  be  clothed  wMth  power  to  create  a  fund,  the  people 
in  many  locations  cannot  be  accommodated  as  the  law  contemplates; 
the  benefits  of  the  taxes  paid  by  the  whole  county  connot  be  equally 
distributed ;  and  some  deserving  neighborhoods  with  strong  claims 
will  continue  to  be  neglected,  because  the  School  Boards  cannot 
command  the  funds  to  do  justice  to  all. 

Experience  has  shown  to  us  that  the  present  provision  for  supply- 
ing books,  stationery,  &c.,  to  the  schools,  is  very  defective.  The 
law  leaves  it  optional  with  the  pupil  to  purchase  his  own  sup- 
plies, or  to  pay  fees  for  the  use  of  books  ;  and  while  this  con- 
tinues to  be  the  case,  we  can  have  no  uniformity  or  satisfaction  any- 
where ;  and  interminable  difficulties  among  the  pupils,  parents,  trus- 
tees, and  teachers  grow  out  of  it.  Children  are  sent  to  school  with 
all  sorts  of  books,  books  forgotten  years  ago ;  the  very  poor  are 
often  required  to  pay  book-fees,  or  stay  at  home  ;  while  the  children 
of  irresponsible  trustees  and  their  favorites,  who  are  well  able  to 
pay,  are  admitted  free,  and  often  parents  will  make  a  promise  to  the 
teacher  to  pay  for  the  books,  and  afterwards  refuse,  under  some  pre- 
text, making  it  necessary  for  the  teacher  to  collect  by  law  or  lose 
tha  amount  himself.  "We  therefore  think  that  the  law  should  be  so 
amended  as  to  require  all  pupils,  except  the  very  poor,  to  buy  their 
own  supplies,  and  in  this  event,  the  trustees  should  pi'esent  to  the 
teacher,  at  the  commencement  of  each  term,  a  full  list  of  all  the 
indigent  pupils  in  the  district ; — or  the  books,  stationery,  &c..  should 
be  supplied  free  to  all,  which  in  our  opinion,  is  far  the  preferable 
way,  and  only  when  the  books,  &c,  are  thus  supplied  free  to  aU  can 
we  claim  to  have  Public  Free  Schools. 

We  repeat,  with  emphasis,  what,  in  substance,  we  took  occasion 
to  say  last  year,  in  reply  to  your  c|ueries,  that  instead  of  being  a 
help,  the  district  trustees  as  now  relied  on,  consisting  of  three 
men  serving  without  pay,  are  a  very  great  hindrance;  as  they  fre- 
quently decline  to  organize,  or  take  any  notice  of  their  appointment, 
and  often  when  professing  to  accept,  they  do  so  with  personal 
prejudices,  one  way  or  the  other,  having  their  own  objects  of  senti- 
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ment  ov  gain  in  view,  and  arc  often  hostile  to  each  other,  to  the 
school,  or  the  teacher,  scheming  for  some  benefits  to  themselves  or 
friends  as  a  compensation  for  their  unrequited  services. 

These  remarks  do  not,  of  course,  apiily  to  all  our  Trustees.  Some 
of  our  best  citizens  are  efficiently  serving  in  that  capacity,  and  are 
discharging  their  duties  faithfully ;  but  so  many  of  the  kind  first 
referred  to  are  embraced  in  our  list  of  trustees  that  they  prove  to  be 
the  chief  cause  of  much  trouble  that  might  easily  be  avoided. 

We  think,  however,  that  or?e  Local  Trustee,  to  be  moderately  paid 
for  his  sevices  and  held  responsible  for  the  care  of  the  school  prop- 
erty, his  account  eworn  to  and  returned  on  the  Teachers'  Report 
as  an  item  of  incidental  expenses — whose  action  in  all  important 
matters  should  be  subject  to  approval  or  reversal  by  the  School  Com- 
missioners of  the  commissioner  district  embracing  the  school,  and  in 
case  of  disgareement,  to  be  decided  by  a  suitable  umpire, — might  be 
made  a  very  great  help. 

After  another  year  of  close  observation  and  reflection  upon  the 
present  admirable  method  of  appointing  the  School  Commissioners, 
comparing  the  present  harmony  and  efficiency  that  characterize  the 
action  of  the  School  Board  in  all  cases,  with  the  strife  and  passion 
resulting  sometimes  in  egregious  errors,  to  say  the  least,  of  former 
years  when  the  School  Commissioners  were  elected  in  bitter  partisan 
conflict,  we  are  bound  to  say  that  we  cannot  conceive  of  any  better 
mode  of  appointing  the  School  Board  than  the  present  mode  of 
appointment  by  the  Court,  and  we  think  that  any  change  which 
would  in  any  way  connect  the  School  Board  with  politics,  would 
greatly  injure,  if  it  did  not  eventually  ruin  the  public  school  system, 
which  has  been  provided  for  all. 

By  reference  to  the  table  of  Disbursement?,  you  will  see  that  we 
have  paid  off  $1,700  of  the  old  debt,  leaving  now  a  balance  yet  to 
pay  of  only  $2,688.40  of  the  old,  large  debt  contracted  before  the 
present  Board  came  into  office.  Of  the  old  county  school  fund,  there 
remains  due  to  the  Board  about  the  sum  of  $10,000,  the  chief  part 
•f  which  is  stock  in  the  Western  Maryland  Railroad,  an  investment 
made  before  the  present  school  law  was  enacted.  By  disposing  of 
this  investment  at  a  sacrifice,  the  Board  can  pay  off  all  indebtedness 
at  any  time ;  but  it  has  not  been  thought  wise  to  make  the  sacrifice. 

Making  allowance  for  the  inclement  weather  of  last  winter  and 
the  prevalence  of  alarming  diseases  among  the  children,  the  attend- 
ance of  pupils  was  encouraging,  though  the  tables  show  a  slight 
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decrease  in  the  average  attendance,  and  yet  it  is  but  just  to  siy  that 
the  progress  of  the  pupils  has  been  better  than  ever  before. 

By  an  estimate  made  upon  the  whole  numbar  of  pupils  on  the 
rolls,  it  will  appear  that  the  average  cost  of  tuition  has  been  less 
than  ^4  50  per  pupil,  and  if  we  make  the  estimate  upon  the  whole 
amount  of  disbursements,  ($39,503.07,  taking  no  account  of  the 
book  fees,  which  nearly  equal  the  cost  of  the  books,)  embracing  the 
expenditures  for  building,  text-books,  incidentals  and  every  thing 
else,  the  average  cost  for  each  pupil  on  the  rolls,  will  he  less  than 
$6.00  for  the  three  terms  of  school.  In  reply  to  this,  it  may  be  said 
that  for  the  average  number,  the  cost  per  pupil  would  be  greater. 
Admit  it.  But  then  it  is  proper  to  say  that  at  this  low  rate,  provis- 
ion has  been  made  for  Public  School  Education  in  Carroll  County  for 
tliree  terms  in  the  year,  and  that  had  every  child  of  proper  school 
age  in  the  county  been  in  constant  attendance  in  school,  the  expense 
would  have  been  no  greater. 

When  the  weather  last  winter  permitted,  the  Examiner  when 
visiting  the  schools,  frequently  called  evening  meetings  of  trustees, 
parents  and  all  willing  to  attend,  and  in  this  way  he  succeeded  in 
exciting  so  much  favorable  interest  that  the  people  themselves  in 
places  made  additional  appointments  -which  were  largely  attended, 
reporting  their  success  with  much  apparent  satisfaction  to  the  Exam, 
iner,  who,  being  engaged  in  school  work  elsewhere  couM  not  attend 
all  such  meetings. 

Thanks  to  your  energy  and  ever  ready  willingness  to  assist  and 
instruct  us,  the  want  of  supervision  by  a  State  Superinfendent  has 
not  been  so  severely  felt  by  us  ;  but  we  can  scarcely  conceive  the 
possibility  of  a  successful  administration  of  a  public  school  law 
without  a  separate  State  Superintendent  of  Education,  upm  whom 
no  other  duties  are  imposed,  and  we  are  anxiously  looking  for  a 
provision  for  such  an  oflicer.who,  like  an  Examiner  among  the  schools 
of  his  county,  will  be  constantly  at  work,  passing  from  county  to 
county,  to  compare  progress,  to  instruct  and  to  encourage.  A  ''red 
tape  "  man,  though,  in  such  a  position  would  bs  worse  than  worth- 
less ;  but  the  value  of  a  zealous  worker  thus  employed,  is  beyond 
estimate. 

All  things  being  considered,  it  affords  us  pleasure  to  report  that 
the  public  school  system  is,  year  by  year,  becoming  more  and  more 
a  success  in  Carroll  County,  and  we  venture  to  say  that  if  the  Leg- 
islature will  make  no  changes  in  the  law  other  than  to  enact  slight 
amendments,  such  as  herein  suggested,  to  remove  the  few  causes  of 
dissatisfaction,  a  brilliant  success  in  the  early  future,  is  assured.

Dear  Sir: — In  transmitting  to  you  the  Report  of  the  Public- 
Schools  of  Cecil  County  it  is  with  pleasure  that  we  say  the  schools- 
have  been  kept  open  for  the  whole  pchool  year.  In  several  parts  of 
the  county  the  disease  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  have  prevailed 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  necessitate  the  closing  of  some  of  the  schoolSy 
this  reducing  the  average  attendance.  We  are  happy  to  state  that 
the  last  of  our. indebtedness  was  paid  in  November  last,  and  we 
have  been  able  to  keep  the  .schools  open  for  all  the  terms  of  thi.? 
year,  and  built  four  new  school  houses,  and  still  have  a  balance  on 
hand  to  commence  this  present  year.  These  four  new  school  houses- 
built  this  year  make  the  number  of  new  school  houses  built  since 
the  present  school  lav/  went  into  operation  thirty-three,  and  four- 
others  partly  paid  for. 

The  schools  have  been  prosperously  carried  on  during  the  year. 
We  are  pleased  to  say  the  teachers  appear  to  fulfill  their  duties  faith- 
fully. The  Institute  held  in  May,  under  your  own  supervision  was 
well  attended,  and  has  had  a  decided  effect  upon  the  minds  of  tho 
teachers  both  with  regard  to  the  pleasure  and  profit  of  such  meeting 
of  teachers  and  school  officers  ;  and  also  helping  them  in  their  work. 

In  reference  to  any  alteration  of  the  school  law  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  law  is  a  good  one  and  only  needs  to  be  faithfully 
and  efficiently  administered.  No  system  of  Public  School  Law 
can  be  rightly  carried  on  when  so  many  are  employed  in  its 
administration,  which  is  so  constantly  changing.  The  law  provides 
facilities  for  the  instruction  of  the  young  ,  and  if  the  people  of  tho 
county  provide  the  funds  the  present  law  can  be  njade  practically 
efficient,  in  instructing  the  youth  of  the  State  in  all  ttie  subjects  of 
a  thorough  English  education 

We  close  our  communicatioa  by  expressing  the  conviction  tha^, 
our  State  is  rapidly  advancing  to  take  no  second  place  among  her 
sister  States  on  the  import-ant  subject  of  education.

The  tabular  siateiriCnt  herein  contained,  being  in  form  proscribed 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  shows  nearly  all  that  can  be  said 
in  reference  to  the  schools  and  other  matters  effecting  the  educa- 
tional interests  of  Frederick  county. 

The  Board,  regarding  it  as  necessar}'  to  the  efficient  and  success- 
ful working  of  the  Public  School  System  in  that  county,  that  com- 
modious and  comfortable  houses  for  the  use  of  the  schools,  should 
be  provided,  (a  matter  in  which  the  county  has  been  for  a  long  time 
sadly  deficient,)  has  adopted  the  policy  of  keeping  the  schools  open 
1'^  months,  and  expending  the  balance  of  the  State  and  County  ap- 
propriations in  repairing,  enlarging  and  making  more  comfortable 
our  old  houses,  and  in  erecting  new  ones,  where  the  old  cannot  be 
advantageously  enlarged  or  repaired. 

In  the  prosecution  of  this  policy,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  tabu- 
lated statement,  that  during  the  year  the  sum  of  $12,662.19  has 
been  expended  by  the  Board  in  building  and  repairs. 

During  the  year  three  new  houses  have  been  procured  and  erected, 
x'iz :  one  brick  house,  two-stories  high,  with  four  lai'ge  well  venti- 
lated school  rooms  ;  and  two  good  frame  houses 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  were,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  ten 
new  houses  in  process  of  building,  viz  :  six  brick  houses,  two  of 
them  double  for  graded  schools,  two  good  frame  houses  and  two 
good  log  houses. 

The  Board  hopes,  by  pursuing  the  same  policy  to  the  close  of  the 
present  year,  ending  September  30th,  1818,  to  have  the  county  well 
supplied  with  suitable  school  buildings,  and  to  be  able  after  that 
"time,  on  the  basis  of  appropriations  now  received,  to  keep  our 
schools  open  for  ten  months,  the  full  time  prescribed  by  law.

Bear  Sir : — We  hand  herewith  Report  of  Granett  County  Public 
Schools,  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  187 Y,  as  prepared  by 
Mr.  A.  Matthews,  late  Examiner,  and  also  subjoin  an  explanatory 
statement  by  him,  with  reference  to  the  receipts,  disbursements,  &c. 

"It  will  be  seen  by  the  report,  that  our  receipts  were  $11,895.31, 
and  our  disbursements  $14,734.00,  increasing  our  indebtedness  since 
last  report  $2,838.69,  and  leaving  a  balance  of  $10,458.81.  Not- 
withstanding the  increase  of  indebtedness,  our  Schools  were  kept 
open  but  three  months  and  a  half.  Explanatory  of  this,  we  would 
refer  to  the  report  of  1816,  wherein  we  based  in  I8t5  our  estimate 
for  keeping  our  Schools  open  for  live  months,  upon  a  county  levy  of 
$9,100.00,  instead  of  which,  the  County  Commissioners  levied  $6,- 
000.00.  Add  to  this  deficiency,  failure  to  receive  from  the  State  the 
April  installment  $1,368.54,  and  the  failure  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company  in  paying  to  the  State  her  portion  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  Washington  Branch  Railroad,  Garrett  County's 
share  of  which  would  have  been  about  $700.00,  we  would  have  the 
sum  of  $8,268.54,  which  would  have  enabled  us  not  only  to  have 
kept  our  Schools  open  for  five  months,  the  estimated  time,  but  we 
Would  have  reduced  our  indebtedness." 

The  amount  $347.00  is  on  account  of  Teacher's  salaries  not  in- 
cluded in  last  report. 

Although  no  report  appears  of  houses  built  or  enlarged  during 
tbe  year,  a  purchase  was  made  of  A.  Miller,  of  one  building  for  a 
School  House,  at  a  cost  of  $225.00  which  is  included  in  the  amount 
$1,512.50;  the  balance  of  $1,287.50  consists  of  payments  made  on 
School  Houses  built  and  previously  reported  as  new  buildings. 

Receipts  on  sale  of  books  show  $206.22,  of  this  amount.  Teacher's 
report  $177.88,  book  agents  return  $28.34. 

Should  any  corrections  in  the  above  report  le  found  necessary, 
Ihej  will  be  made  at  a  subsequent  date.

Dear  Sir. — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  Public  Schools  of  Harford  County,  for  the  year  ending 
September  30th,  1877. 

In  May  last,  the  school  debt  was  funded  bj  the  issue  of  bonds 
to  the  amount  of  $21,000,  but  owing  to  the  tardiness  of  the  Collec- 
tors in  paying  the  amount  ($6,322.92,)  levied  in  1876,  for  the  debt, 
the  Board  is  not  yet  free  from  embarrassments.  Bills  payable  ac- 
count showing  a  balance  of  $7,172.82  agaicst  us,  and  many  bills  for 
the  past  year  remaining  unpaid.  The  Board  is,  however,  solvent, 
and  under  the  present  management  will  remain  so,  as  there  is  a  set- 
tled determination  to  incur  no  obligations  in  excess  of  the  funds 
levied  for  the  current  year. 

In  August,  1876,  ail  the  books  were  collected  from  the  Schools 
and  re-distributed,  thus  saving  great  expense  in  the  purchase  of  new 
books.  The  books  were  all  charged  to  the  Schools  when  re-issued  at 
cost,  which  will  account  for  the  large  footing  of  the  column  headed 
"cost  of  books." 

The  school  system  in  this  county  is  operating  well  and  teachers 
and  pupils  are  improving  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  money  received 
by  the  Board  only  keeps  the  Schools  open  three  terms  ;  thus  com- 
pelling the  teachers  to  pursue  other  vocation  for  nearly  one-half  of 
the  year.  It  is  not,  I  think,  the  opinion  of  this  Board  that  any 
radical  changes  should  be  made  in  the  school  law,  as  such  a  course 
-would  greatly  retard  the  progress  of  the  Schools  if  it  did  not  destroy 
vtheir  efficiency  entirely  for  a  time.

Dear  Sir. — In  transmitting  to  you  tlie  annual  report  of  the  Pub- 
lic Schools,  of  Howard  County,  for  tbe  year  ending  September  30th, 
1817, 1  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  show  a  greater  improvement  in 
oar  Schools.  The  average  attendance  is  somewhat  improved,  though 
falling  far  short  of  the  hopes  of  the  Board;  for  1876  the  aver- 
age was  61  per  cent.;  this  year,  with  the  stimulus  of  increa?ed 
pay,  it  is  only  66  per  cent.  For  obvious  reasons  the  Board  has 
deemed  it  prudent  to  change  the  percental  method  referred  to  in  my 
last  report,  that  is,  they  will  pay  no  teacher  the  maximum  grade 
salary  unless  his  report  shows  an  average  attendance  of  60  per  cent, 
of  the  number  enrolled.  By  continued  persistence  the  graded  sys- 
tem is  now  working  uniformly  and  effectively  throughout  the  county, 
appreciated  by  the  teachers  and  generally  acquiesced  in  by  the  pa- 
trons. 

Should  the  coming  and  succeeding  Legislatures  be  content  to  let 
"well  enough"  alone  until  the  merits  of  the  present  school  law  can 
be  sufficiently  understood,  I  feel  sure  that  those  who  now  clamor 
for  change  will  become  its  earnest  advocates.  Now  no  partisan  in- 
fluence can  be  charged  to  those  appointed  to  carry  into  effect  its  pro- 
xisions;  should  the  law  be  changed  so  as' to  make  the  county  and 
district  school  officers  elective,  sinister  and  interested  motives  would 
continually  interpose  and  prevent  the  effective  working  of  the  Public 
School  System. 

The  amount  expended  this  year  for  salaries  to  teachers  of  white 
schools  was  $11,362.62,  the  average  salary  paid  each  teacher  includ- 
jng  assistants,  was  ^412.23,  a  higher  average  salary  than  is  paid,  I 
believe,  by  any  county  in  the  State. 

Our  old  teachers,  with  few  exceptions,  have  kept  pace  with  the 
times.  Our  new  teachers  are  eminently  qualified,  some  with  large 
experience,  others  with  normal  training,  so,  I  am  proud  to  say  that 
we  are  paying  more  liberally  than  any  of  the  other  counties  and 
our  material  is  equally  to,  if  not  superior,  to  any  in  the  State.  The 
difference  in  amount  received  from  sale  of  books,  and  that  paid  for 
books,  is  owing  to  $543.07  worth  being  on  hand  at  the  close  of  fiscal 
year.     All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Dear  Sir. — In  view  of  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  this  winter, 
you  have  called  for  a  full  expression  of  views  vi^ith  regard  to  the  work- 
ing of  the  Public  School  System  in  the  counties. 

While  some  changes  can  be  suggested  as  desirable,  we  are  so  im- 
pressed with  the  wisdom  of  the  general  features  of  the  law  as  it  now 
stands,  that,  rather  than  run  the  risk  of  changes  which  would  prove 
detrimental,  we  should  be  glad  to  see  the  Legislature  give  it  two 
more  years  for  development.  We  think  we  state  public  opinion  in 
saying  that  the  system  works  well  in  Kent  County,  and  is  leading  to 
valuable  results.  The  efficiency  of  our  teachers  is  most  decidedly 
progressive,  and  is  bearing  legitimate  fruit  in  the  marked  advance  in 
thoroughness  on  the  part  of  pupils.  There  is  a  decided[increase  of  in- 
terest, generally,  on  the  part  of  our  citizens ;  and  those  who  pay  the 
school  tax  are  largely,  as  they  should,  availing  themselves  of  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  Public  Schools.  The  law  as  it  now  stands  upon  the 
statute  books,  if  faithfully  and  strictly  executed,  will,  we  believe,  pro- 
duce increasing  satisfactory  results  from  year  to  year. 

If  the  law  must  be  changed  or  amended,  we  would  first  direct  at- 
tention to  more  thorough  supervision,  and  for  this  purpose  so  relieve 
the  Principal  of  the  State  Normal  School  from  class  duties  that  he 
may  make  at  least  one  visit  to  each  county  during  the  school  year. — 
The  general  superintendence  and  that  of  the  Normal  School  should 
not  be  dissevered,  as  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  needs  of  the 
counties  is  desirable  in  determining  the  curriculum  for  the  Normal 
classes. 

Chapter  XV.,  District  Libraries,  we  would  repeal  as  impracticable. 

County  Boards  should  be  required  to  enforce  the  organization  and 
return  of  the  district  Trustees,  and  written  agreements  with  Teachers^ 
subject  to  their  approval,  and  to  this  end  should  be  required  to  furnish 
the  necessary  blanks. 

The  Trustee  system  as  now  constituted,  if  the  law  is  strict- 
ly enforced,  we  deem  one  of  the  most  valuable  helps  to  the  Schools. 
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We  would  not  see  it  changed  one  lota,  but  provide  for  its,  strict  exe- 
cution. 

Teachers  should  be  allowed  to  prove  their  term  reports  be- 
fore the  chairman  of  the  District  Trustees  without  cost,  and  to 
make  the  standard  of  teachers  nearer  uniform  throughout  the  State, 
we  recommend  that  the  State  Board  furnish  to  the  Examiners  the 
questions  for  their  annual  examinations. 

One  hundred  thousand  dollars  being  appropriated  for  Colored 
School  purposes,  and  it  being  difficult  to  aggregate  the  tax  paid  by 
colored  tax-payers,  we  would  abolish  the  provision  requiring  the 
tax  paid  by  the  colored  tax-payers  to  be  paid  the  colored  school  fund. 
Better  relieve  them  entirely  of  the  county  school  tax.

In  submitting  tlie  annual  report  of  the  Public    Schools   of  Prince 
George's   County,  I  Avould   give  such  general  information   of  the 
condition  and   management  of  the  Schools,  as   cannot  be  obtained 
from  the  annexed  tables. 

This  county  has  been  peculiarly  favored  by  a  judicious  appoint- 
ment of  School  Commissioners.  The  appointees  have  uniformly 
been  gentlemen  whose  Interests  were  thoroughly  identified  with 
those  of  their  county,  and  who  combined  a  just  appreciation  ef  her 
educational  needs,  with  a  laudable  zeal  to  render  the  school  system 
effective  within  her  limits.  Our  Schools  have  consequently  increas- 
ed in  usefulness  and  grown  in  popular  favor,  and  the  present  Board 
has  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  they  have  already  accomplished 
a  good  work  for  their  county,  and  have  established  a  system  that 
will  likely  continue  to  improve. 

The  greatest  difficulty  the  Board  has  had  to  contend  with,  has 
been  the  want  of  ready  money,  resulting  from  the  fact  that  in  no 
year,  from  1870  to  1875,  has  the  county  school  tax  been  fully  paid 
up;  yet,  within  the  past  seven  years,  with  one  single  exception, 
when  the  Schools  were  closed  for  a  single  quarter,  the  Board  has 
regularly  maintained  42  Schools,  employing  45  teachers,  at  an  aver- 
age salary  of  ^400,  and  during  that  time  have  built  and  furnished 
twenty  school  houses,  and  to-day  their  ledger  shows  a  total  indebt- 
edness of  only  $3,200,  while  the  county  is  indebted  to  the  Board  in 
the  sum  of  $8,000.  These  houses  have  been  built  not  Gnly  with  a 
view  of  contributing  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  children,  but 
to  increase  the  interest  in  the  Public  Schools  of  the  county,  for  while 
they  are  substantial  and  comfortable  they  are  also  neat  and  pretty, 
furnished  with  "Soper  Desks/'  and  generally  provided  with  the  other 
necessary  school  furniture  ;  of  the  remaining  21  bouses  only  4  are 
actually  in  bad  condition,  and  these  the  Board  hopes  to  replace  by 
new  buildings  during  the  present  year. 

Every  care  has  been  taken  to  improve  the  teachers  and  to  raise 
the  standard  of  our  Schools.  Certificates  are  rarely  given  for  over 
six  months,  and  examinations  and  recitations  are  frequently  held  in 
the  different  branches  taught;  still,  many  of  our  teachers  are  defi- 
cient in  the  art  of,  teaching.     The    Boarl  highly  approves,  and  Will 
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adopt  as  sooq  as  practicable,  the  suggestioQ  made  by  the  State  Su- 
perintendent, to  select  the  best  School  in  the  county  as  a  training 
School,  and  to  require  e^ery  new  applicant  for  teacher's  certificate 
to  spend  at  least  six  months  as  an  assistant  in  this  school. 

In  this  connection  we  would  state  that  those  of  our  teachers  who 
have  received  normal  sjhool  instruetion,  are  succeeding  admirably 
with  their  Schools,  and  prove  valuable  assistants  to  the  Examiner 
in  holding  teacher's  associations  and  in  other  school  work. 

The  method  of  determining  teachers'  salaries  differs  in  this  county, 
we  belie  v^o,  from  that  pursued  by  any  other  School  Board  in  the 
State,  except  perhaps  in  Howard.  After  five  years  experience,  the 
Board  is  convinced  that  its  method  is  the  very  best  that  could  be 
adopted  for  this  county. 

The  teacbers'  salary  is  made  to  depend  partly  upon  the  average 
attendance.  $350  the  minimum  salary,  is  paid  for  an  average  of 
ten  pupils,  $1.25  additional  is  paid  for  every  additional  pupil  in 
average  attendance,  until  the  maximum  salary,  $450  is  reached. 

The  Board  has  not  been  so  successful  in  its  administration  of  the 
colored  school  fund,  owing  to  the  general  want  of  interest  in  these 
School.-^.  This  fund  has  gradually  accumulated  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasrrer,  amounting  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  to  eight  thous- 
and dollars.  It  has  since  however  been  considerably  reduced  by  the 
erection  of  several  houses.  The  work  of  building,  now  commenced, 
will  be  continued  wherever  needed  ;  teachers'  salaries  will  he  in- 
creased from  175  to  250,  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  improve 
the  present  unsatisfactory  condition  of  these  schools. 

After  careful  examination  of  the  Comptroller's  Report,  the  Board 
concluded  that  the  public  school  funds  have  not  been  distributed  in 
accordance  with  law,  and  acting  upon  the  advice  of  able  counsel, 
have  made  requisition  on  the  State  Treasury  for  amount  of  Public 
School  tax,  and  appropriation  to  colored  schools  now  due  this  county, 
and  have  united  with  other  counties  in  employing  counsel  to  file  a 
mandamus,  in  order  to  obtain  a  proper  construction  of  the  law  in  ref- 
erence to  the  distribution  of  the  Public  School  fund. 

In  answei  to  the  Superintendent's  card  of  instructions,  the  Board 
would  respectfully  state  that  they  are  opposed  to  any  change  being 
made  in  the  present  form  of  school  law.

Dear  Sir : — I  send  you  to-day  by  mail,  my  annual  report.  I 
have  nothing  special  to  state.  All  the  information  you  require  you 
will  find  in  the  accompanying  tables.  I  have  made  my  report  con- 
form to  the  plan  marked  out  by  the  blanks  in  every  particular,  I  be- 
lieve, except  one.  My  accounts  for  building  and  repairs  were  kept 
together,  and  I  have  reported  these  items  as  I  kept  them.  I  also 
kept  my  account  for  white  and  colored  schools  separate,  and  I  have 
nothing  to  report  as  received  for  colored  schools  in  my  report  of  re- 
ceipts for  white  schools,  but  everj^  item  is  put  down  in  their  own  ac- 
count. 

We  have  secured  the  usual  levy  for  the  current  year,  and  have 
commenced  the  year  under  favorable  circumstances,  as  usual.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  we  lost  the  valuable  services  of  two  members  of 
our  county  Board,  by  resignation  ;  Judge  Carmichael,  who  was  the 
efficient  President  of  our  Board,  from  the  re-organization  of  the  sys- 
tem, in  1838,  to  the  time  of  his  resignation,  and  Dr.  G.  W.  Parvis, 
not  so  old  a  member,  but  an  ardent  and  zealous  worker  and  friend 
of  our  cause.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  as  their  succes- 
sors, Mr.  William  Carmichael,  a  son  of  the  Judge,  and  Dr.  Wil- 
liam J.  Sudler,  than  whom  in  my  judgment,  n®  better  selections 
could  have  been  made  in  the  county. 

Our  balance  sheet  is  not  so  large  as  reported  last  year,  but  what 
is  reported  is  a  true  balance,  as  we  do  not  owe  a  dollar  ;  and  we 
could  show  a  larger  balance  if  other  parties  could  say  they  owed  us- 
nothing.

Sir. — I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  herewith,  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  County  School  Commissioners  of  Talbot  county,  for  the 
scholastic  year  ending  July  14th,  ISTt,  and  the  fiscal  year  ending 
September  30th,  1877. 

The  primary  schools  of  our  county  have  made  some  progress  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  The  methods  of  instruction  and  discipline  as  ex- 
hibited during  my  visits  to  these  schools  were,  in  most  instances, 
very  gratifying.  Such  teachers  as  are  doing  good  work  seek  coun- 
sel and  instruction,  and  invite  friendly  criticism;  but  we  still  have 
some  teachers  who  desire  to  be  let  alone,  and  to  travel  in  the  old, 
old  ruts.  The  Teachers'  Association  of  the  county  and  the  Teach- 
ers' Institute  have  assisted  us.  no  doubt,  in  taking  a  step  forward. 
In  such  schools  as  are  not  taught  by  trained  teachers,  we  expect  to 
find  more  skillful  work  as  the  result  of  attendance  at  cur  Institutes ; 
and  in  such  schools  as  are  taught  by  trained  teachers,  we  expect  to 
find,  resulting  from  the  same  source,  added  enthusiasm  and  more 
wisely  directed. 

There  is  no  doubt  about  the  advantages  possessed  by  Teachers 
W"ho  have  been  trained  in  Normal  Schools.  But  as  our  Normal 
School  is  unable  to  reach  the  great  mass  of  Teachers  found  in  our 
Schools,  we  should  use  endeavors  to  do  more  really  professional 
work  in  our  Teachers'  Institutes.  Plans  should  also  be  devised  for 
allovv^ing  our  bright  and  energetic,  but  untrained  young  Teachers  to 
visit  good  Schools,  with  a  view  to  receiving  such  benefit  as  would 
most  certainly  be  derived  from  seeing  the  plans  and  methods  em- 
ployed by  skillful  Teachers  in  doing  their  work.  In  addition  to 
this,  the  County  Boards  might  arrange  courses  of  reading  and  study 
for  Teachers  just  entering  upon  the  work,  and  for  Teachers  who 
have  been  in  the  service,  one,  two  or  more  years.  These  plans, 
however,  and  indeed,  all  other  plans,  as  far  as  possible,  should  be 
made  uniform  throughout  the  State.  Our  examinations  for  certifi- 
cates of  qualification  to  teach,  are  only  tests  of  scholarship.  But  as 
we  recognize  an  additional  element  which  must  combine  with  schol- 
arship in  order  to  produce  effective  power  in  teaching,  we  should 
not  only  aim  to  elevate  the  standard  of  scholarship  to  be  reached  by

our  teachers,  but  also  devise,  at  tlie  same  time,  some  means  of  rais- 
ing the  standard  of  professional  slull. 

Our  Intermediate  and  High  Schools  have  done  most  excellent  ser- 
vice during  the  year.  We  do  not  know  a  single  Teacher  in  these 
schools  who  did  not  really  require  rest  at  the  close  of  the  school 
year.  But  we  still  need  in  these  schools,  more  teaching,  and  less 
mere  reciting.  A  school  that  is  only,  or  principally,  occupied  in  as- 
signing lessons  and  seeing  that  pupils  memorize  text  books,  must 
be,  in  most  of  its  aspects,  indifferent. 

Several  years  ago  a  course  of  study  for  each  grade  and  class  in 
our  Primary,  Intermediate  and  High  Schools  was  adopted  by  the 
Board.  The  uniformity  and  benefits  resulting  from  this  action 
soon  appeared.  But  the  curriculum  was  too  general  for  entire  guid- 
ance in  details.  The  teachers  were  left  to  a  large  exercise  of  their 
judgment.  In  the  prescribed  regulations  too  much  time  is  given  to 
spelling  anl  geography.  The  result  has  been  that  these  two 
branches  have  not  only  crowded  out  many  useful  and  proper  exer- 
cises, but  also  have  been  taught  by  that  worst  of  all  methods — text- 
book cramming.  If  a  large  portion  of  this  misspent  lime,  were  de- 
voted, especially  in  our  Intermediate  and  High  Schools,  to  general 
impromptu  exercises,  map  drawing  and  language  lessons,  embrac- 
ing the  elementary  and  higher  composition,  a  great  good  and  gain 
would  be  secured.  We  cannot  postpane  much  longer  such  atten- 
tion as  will  be  demanded  for  that  kind  of  positive  culture  and  edu- 
cation in  which  the  people  are  discovering  our  schools  to  be  now  al- 
most entirely  deficient.  In  adverting  toEoaiC  defects  in  the  man- 
agement of  our  Intermediate  and  Hiah  Schools,  we  do  not  mean  to 
say  thafthey  are  not  good  scbool.?,  for  we  have  in  them  able  and 
efiScient  principals,  assisted  by  earnest  and  capable  subordinates,  and 
all  of  them  ai*e  deserving  of  high  praise  and  commendation.  But 
there  must  be  no  stopping  place  in  the  work  of  improvement  and 
endeavors  towards  placing  ourselves  ufon  a  higher  plane  of  skillful 
and  effective  teaching.  With  a  view  to  greater  harmony  and  effi- 
ciency in  our  large  graded  Schools,  a  plan,  perhaps,  should  be  devis- 
ed forgiving  the  principals  some  voice  and  responsibility  in  ihe  mat- 
ter of  selecting  their  assistants.  But  with  reference  to  this  matter 
our  experience  is  limited. 

Among  the  most  important  events  in  the  history  of  our  Schools, 
during  the  past  year,  was  the  building  of  a  large  and  beautiful 
school  house,  of  two  stories,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  advanced 
pupils  in  the  town  of  Oxford.     The  dedicatory  exercises  and  open- 
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ing  of  this  new  school  house  made  an  occasion  of  great  interest  to  the- 
pupils  and  the  people  of  Oxford.    The  house  was  filled  with  children 
and  visitors,  and  the  music,  readings  and  speches  contributed  to  the 
general  pleasure,  good  feeling  and  happiness  which  prevailed  during 
the  whole  exercises. 

The  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  our  colored  schools,  during  the 
year,  was  163  less  than  for  the  year  preceding.  The  progress,  how- 
ever, made  by  the  teachers,  both  in  methods  of  instruction  and  iai 
discipline,  was  very  satisfactory.  We  still  open,  for  several  weel;s- 
during  summer  vacation,  a  Normal  Institute  for  colored  teachers. 
Its  inflaence  on  our  colored  schools  is  most  beneficial.  As  a  train- 
ing school  for  colored  teachers,  this  Institute  is  free  to  all  those  wi  a 
are  either  teachers,  or  desire  to  become  teachers,  in  this  or  any  oth- 
er county.  One  serious  evil  existing  in  our  Schools,  is  the  employ- 
ment of  untrained  and  inexperienced  Teachers — persons  who  have 
no  really  distinct  ideas  with  reference  to  the  nature  and  manage- 
ment of  the  business  upon  which  they  enter.  The  loss  of  teaching 
force  from  this  evil  is  aggravated,  when  these  young  beginners  re- 
tire from  the  work  before  experience  has  made  them  valuable,  and 
their  places,  in  turn,  are  supplied  by  other  beginners.  While  we 
do  not  contend  that  training  schools  will  give  us  teachers  ready- 
made  to  our  hand  and  quite  as  good  as  our  best  instructors  ;  yet  we 
do  think  that  such  Schools  will  give  us  Teachers  worth  twice  as 
much,  for  the  first  one  or  two  years,  at  least,  as  they  would 
otherwise  have  been. 

Our  people  fully  appreciate  the  honor  done  to  our  county  by  the 
State  Teachers'  Association  in  selecting  Easton  as  the  place  of  its 
annual  meeting,  in  July  last ;  and  the  compliment  was  all  the  more 
agreeable  from  the  fact  that  this  v,'as  the  first  and  only  meeting  of 
the  Association  ever  held  upon  the  Eastern  Shore.  The  meeting 
was  in  every  way  a  success,  and  awakened  the  liveliest  interest  and 
enthusiasm  both  among  the  large  number  of  members  present  and 
the  people  of  Talbot. 

Accept  our  grateful  acknowledgments  for  your  services  and  atten- 
tion dui'ing  the  year,  in  matters  connected  with  school  management 
and  supervi.-ion.

Dear  Sir: — "We  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of 
the  Board  of  County  School  Commissioners,  of  Washington  County, 
showing  the  condition  of  the  Schools  of  said  county,  and  the  expen- 
ditures for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1817. 

Six  new  school  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  at  an  average 
cost  of  ^594.22,  including  in  three  instances  the  cost  of  site. 

The  Board  also  purchased  during  the  year  the  building  known  a.^ 
the  Hagerstown  Academy,  for  the  sum  of  $6,000.  This  is  a  hand- 
some and  well  built  four  story  structure,  admirably  located  in  the 
western  portion  of  Hagerstown,  and  will  accommodate  about  three 
hundred  pupils  besides  furnishing  pleasant  and  ample  accommoda- 
tions for  the  residence  of  the  Principal. 

The  Board  have  established  in  tho  building  a  County  High  School, 
in  charge  of  Prof.  R.  Saunders  Henry,  which  numbers  about  thirty- 
two  pupils  and  a  graded  School  of  five  departments  under  F.  J. 
Halm,  Principal. 

The  acquisition  of  this  building  has  added  $6,000  to  the  indebted- 
ness of  the  Board,  but  the  purchase  is  justified  by  the  neces3ity  for 
such  a  building  for  the  use  of  the  Schools  in  tho  third  district,  by 
the  extraordinarily  low  price,  and  by  the  hearty  concurrence  of  the 
County  Commissioners  in  the  project.  The  original  cost  of  the 
building,  which  was  erected  only  a  few  years  since,  was  about  $1 2,000. 

Our  statistics  show  an  increased  enrolment  and  average  attend- 
ance, and  deducting  the  item  of  new  buildings,  a  decreased  expen- 
diture. 

Questions  with  regard  to  changes  in  our  school  law,  werj  discuss- 
ed in  our  last  annual  report,  and  as  we  have  seen  no  reason  to 
change  the  views  then  presented,  we  shall  not  reiterate  tlieni  bore.

Dear  Sir. — The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  School  Cora- 
missioners  for  Wicomico  County  fur  the  last  school  and  fiscal  year 
is  herewith  submitted. 

The  figures  show  that  while  the  number  of  different  pupils  on 
roll  has  increased,  the  average  attendance  has  slightly  diminished, 
but  this  is  more  apparent  than  real,  and  grows  out  of  the  fact  that 
during  the  Fall  term  several  of  the'colored  schools  were  not  in  opera- 
tion. Had  all  of  these  schools  been  open  the  whole  time,  the  figures 
would  have  indicated  an  increase  in  the  average  attendance. 

We  have  fourteen  colored  schools  in  the  caunty,  and  during  the 
two  years  previous  to  the  last  one,  we  had  built  and  purchased 
eleven  houses  fur  these  schools.  During  the  last  year  we  built  three 
more,  thus  completing  the  full  number.  This  Board  does  not  now 
pay  rant  for  any  bouse,  but  owns  all  that  it  ocupies  for  school  pur- 
poses. 

In  reply  to  your  c'rcular  of  the  15th  of  September,  I  would  say 
that  I  am  not  prepared  to  make  any  suggestions  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  school  law.  If  the  present  school  system  of  the  State 
does  not  accomplish  all  that  it  ought  to  accomplish,  and  all  that  is 
expected  of  it  by  its  friends,  the  fault,  I  apprehend,  is  more  attribu- 
table to  the  inefficiency  of  its  execation  than  to  any  defects  in  the 
law  itself.  If  all  of  us  w^ho  are  charged  with  its  execution,  were  as 
zealous  as  we  ought  to  be,  and  discharged  our  whole  duty  in 
the  premises,  there  is  little  doubt  but  that  the  schools  would  be  in 
a  condition  as  prosperous  as  is  possible  for  them  to  attain,  with  the 
children  under  the  control  of  their  parents,  as  they  now  are,  and 
subject  to  their  whims  and  caprices. 

I  believe  the  schools  are  popular  with  the  masses  of  the  people. 
The  chief  complaint  that  comes  up,  is  from  some  of  tie  farmers  who 
say  that  du-ing  the   very   month  — .August — when  they    have   the 
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least  demand  for  the  services  of  their  children  on  the  farm,  they  ear 
not  permitted  to  have  school.  They  admit  that  in  the  town  and 
cities,  where  children  can  attend  school  all  the  rest  of  the  year,  and 
where  the  air  is  not  always  pure,  it  is  proper  for  the  schools  to  be 
closed  during  this  season,  but  they  hold  that  there  is  no  such  need 
or  the  county  where  there  is  always  a  plentiful  supply  of  pure  air 
and  where  the  school-room  is  far  more  comfortable  than  the  open 
fields  under  the  mid-summer  sun.  They,  therefore,  think  that  they 
ought  to  be  allowed  to  have  school  during  the  months  when  they 
are  best  able  to  spare  their  children  It  is  a  question  that  has  two 
•sides  to  it,  and  I  leave  it  for  the  consideration  of  our  Legislators.

Dear  Sir  : — I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Public 
Schools  of  Worcester  county,  for  the  year  ending  September  30th, 
1877,  as  required  by  the  Public  School  Law  of  Maryland. 

There  has  been  no  great  change  in  the  condition  of  the  Public 
Schools  of  this  county  since  my  last  report.  As  you  will  observe 
in  the  statistical  part  of  thie  report,  the  enrollment  and  the  average 
attendance  of  pupils  have  been  very  nearly  the  same  the  past  year 
as  the  year  before.  The  average  attendance  would  have  been  larger, 
but  for  the  prevalence,  in  certain  portions  of  the  county,  of  an  epi- 
demic disease,'  which,  during  its  continuance,  considerably  thinned 
out  the  ranks  of  our  little  army  of  pupil?. 

The  Teachers,  as  a  general  thing,  have  faithfully  performed  their 
duties,  and  I  may  add,  the  professional  qualifications  of  Teachers  are 
gradually  Improving. 

The  school  law,  as  it  now  is,  continues  to  give  satiffactioa  to  all 
classes  of  people,  with  the  exception,  perhaps,  of  a  few  psrson  who, 
having  no  direct  personal  interest  in  the  matter,  are,  and  have  al- 
ways been,  opposed  to  the  Public  School  system,  on  account  of  its 
expense. 

The  present  method  of  appointing  School  Commissioners  has 
worked  very  satisfactorily,  and  ought  to  be  continued  if  it  is  desira- 
ble to  have  stability,  efficiency  and  uniformity,  in  the  maintenance 
and  progress  of  the  Public  Schools.  It  insuree  stability  because  it 
prevents  unnecessary  and  eapricious  changes  in  the  composition  of 
the  School  Boards  ;  it  produces  efficiency,  because  it  enables  those 
.in  authority  to  acquire  experience  ;  it  establishes  uniformity,  be- 
cause of  the  interchange  of  views  and  opinions,  from  year  to  year, 
between  school  officers  throughout  the  State,  who,  by  reason  of 
their  continuance  in  office  are  enabled  to  base  their  views  upon  ex- 
perience, by  which  all  are  able  to  profit.  To  any  other  method  of 
appointment,  there  can  be  urged  some  serious  objection.  If  the  ap^ 
pointment  be  made  by  the  Governor  it  would  be  likely  to  become  a 
.political  matter,  and  the  Board  would  be  subject  to  the  sudden 
-changes  of  politics  ;  if  made  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  the 
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•appointees  would  probably  not  be  personally  known  to  the  members 
of  the  State  Board,  who  would  have  to  depend  for  their  knowledge 
as  to  the  fitness  of  the  persons  appointed  upon  the  representations 
of  others  ;  if  made  by  the  County  Commissioners,  the  School  Board 
would  probably  be  changed  every  two  years  ;  if  the  Board  were 
■  elected  by  the  people,  the  whole  conduct  of  school  affairs  would  be 
made  to  assume  a  political  bearing.  No  school  system  can  thrive 
if  made  subject  to  the  influences  of  politics  and  subordinated  to  the 
selfish  purposes  of  politicians.  Although,  during  the  past  year,  the 
teachers'  salaries  have  been  promptly  paid  in  cash  at  the  end  of 
every  term,  and  all  expenses  connected  with  the  Schools  have  been 
paid  without  incurring  any  debt,  yet,  I  feel  obliged  to  say,  that  one 
impediment  in  the  way  of  a  more  progressive  and  successful  man- 
agement of  the  schools  in  this  county,  is  a  want  of  sufficient  money. 
The  salaries  we  are  compelled  to  pay  our  teachers  are  too  low  to 
command  the  best  talent.  A  larger  appropriation  from  the  State  or 
the  power  vested  in  the  County  Board  to  compel  the  County  Com- 
missioners to  levy  a  larger  sum  by  county  taxation,  making  the 
maximum  tax,  instance,  15  cents,  instead  of  10  cents  in  the  $100, 
would  give  us  great  relief  in  this  respect.  A  larger  appropriation 
from  the  State,  however,  would  be  much  the  more  popular  method 
of  the  two  to  increase  our  school  revenues.  "Why  not  dispense  with 
the  annual  appropriations  made  to  St.  John's  College,  the  Agricul- 
tural College,  Washington  College,  &c.,  where  the  instruction  im- 
parted is  by  no  means  commensurate  with  the  money  expended,  and 
give  said  money  to  the  Primary  Schools  of  the  State  ?  The  schools 
for  colored  children  in  this  county  have  been  progressing  from  year 
■to  year,  until  now  they  are  in  a  very  flourishing  condition.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  the  annual  appropriation  of  ^100,OfO  for  the  colored 
schools  will  be  continued  by  our  next  General  Assembly.
